My most vivid impression of the 
convention came as I looked out over 
the audience during the course of the 
Saturday night Celebration Dinner. I 
could only marvel at the foresight of 
Dr. George Heath, our founder. He 
had a vision of a great national organ- 
ization. The closing banquet was a 
mere manifestation of his dream. More 
people were seated at any one table 
than had been in attendance at the first 
gathering in Chicago 100 years earlier. 
Over the course of the ANA’s first 
century, tens of thousands of collec- 
tors joined the Association that Dr. 
Heath envisioned. 

The attendance, xhtjoie de vivre, the 
excitement in the air that evening made 
me realize that as an incoming pres- 
ident I, too, had an agenda of what 
I would like to accomplish during my 
term of office. Mine will be to try 
to repeat, albeit on a smaller scale, 
the success of the Centennial Conven- 
tion.

feel that we can only move forward by 
looking back — back to the time when 
this Association truly subscribed to 
the dictates of its Federal Charter. 
We were mandated “to advance the 
knowledge of numismatics along edu- 
cational, historical and scientific lines 
in all its various branches— and to assist 
in bringing about a better cooperation 
between all persons interested in the 
coinage, circulation, classification, col- 
lection, sales, exhibition, use and pres- 
ervation of all coins, bills and medals.” 

Walking through the bourse one 
afternoon, on my way to a board 
meeting, a dealer acquaintance called 
out, “Don’t forget OUR side!” I 
wanted to say to him, I do not want 
to take “sides.” For one, we should not 
be playing the adversarial role— dealer 
versus collector or vice versa. The col- 
lector is as important to the dealer as 
the dealer is to the collector. Without 
one or the other there can be no 
hobby. The ANA has to work to- 
gether with dealers and collectors while 
keeping in mind that we are neither a 
trade association nor a substitute for 
financial planners. We are a hobby — 
an avocational pursuit. 

No ANA president has ever assumed 
office without the hope of increas- 


ing membership. The only exception 
here will be in the emphasis or direc- 
tion. I believe that “Grumpies” 
(grown-up, mature persons) offer the 
Association the best opportunity for 
growth. These are people with dis- 
posable income, with their mortgages 
paid off and their children through 
school. These are people who are look- 
ing for a hobby to occupy their spare 
time. Let’s introduce them to the fun 
world of coin collecting. 

I have asked Governor Florence 
Schook, who has done an exemplary 
job in developing the highly successful 
Young Numismatists Program, to 
assume the chairmanship of a Senior 
Numismatists Committee. This does 
not mean that we are relegating the 
YN program to second string. Indeed, 

I have appointed the only governor 
ever to have been an active YN to chair 
the Young Numismatists Committee 
—Vice President David Ganz. David 
has the advantage of maturity while 
still being young enough to see things 
through the eyes of a young nu- 
mismatist. These two committees 
should be a most important source of 
new members. 

All committee chairs have been 
named, and I look forward to cover- 
ing their various assignments and duties 
with you in the months to come.

Most Milled Sixpences Dated 1562 

Clifton Potter’s article in the June 1 99 1 
issue of The Numismatist, “Images of 
Majesty (p. 858),” was one of the most 
interesting I have read in a long time 
and so clear in describing a very com- 
plicated and fascinating chapter in 
numismatic history. 

I did notice one error which, in the 
interests of accuracy, I should point 
out. The coin shown at the top of page 
861 is a sixpence, not a shilling, as 
stated (the one lower down on the 
same page is a shilling). The sixpence, 
of course, had the rose and date, 
whereas the shilling did not. 

An interesting fact that I have no- 
ticed about these Elizabethan milled 
sixpences is that the majority are dated 
1562. This follows from the fact that 
the efforts of the recoinage shifted from 


shillings to smaller denominations late 
in 1561, and the recoinage was com- 
pleted by the end of 1562. Although 
milled sbcpences are quite common and 
exist for most dates from 1561 to 
1571, any date other than 1562 is 
decidedly scarce. 

This is a good illustration of the 
volume of the recoinage. Evidently 
when the recoinage was completed, the 
number of milled coins produced was 
reduced to a minimum, and most 
coinage needs were satisfied by ham- 
mered coins. Of course, the milled 
coinage ceased entirely in 1572, not to 
be revived until the following century.

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irrelevant for Early American issues 
than it is for regular U.S. coins. A 
brown uncirculated Connecticut cop- 
per, for example, can look just like a 
VF-20 large cent and come complete 
with an edge clip and several deep 
planchet flaws. 

Early American coins were not 
struck by steam presses, so there is no 
“standard” of quality of strike, degree 
of luster, and centering as there is for, 
say, U.S. Morgan dollars or Standing 
Liberty quarters. There is no commer- 
cial, large scale supply of Early Amer- 
ican coins, and they have never been 
as popular with American collectors as 
have regular issues struck from 1793 
on. Unless PCGS has numismatists on 
staff who have had years and years of 
experience in grading Early American 
coins, the grades that will appear on 
the slabs will be essentially worthless. 


I believe you will find that almost 
all collectors and dealers in Early 
American coins will object to buying 
and selling Early American issues in 
slabs. Surface quality, which is one of 
the most important faaors in the grade 
of an Early American coin, cannot be 
clearly seen through the plastic slab. 
As time goes on, given the soft quality 
of the plastic you use in your slabs, 
the scratches that cloud the slab’s sur- 
face will further obscure the surface 
of the coin underneath, making a 
real appraisal of its true value virtu- 
ally impossible. 

Early American coins, particularly 
the state copper issues of New Jersey, 
Connecticut, Vermont and Massachu- 
setts, are collected by die variety. This 
requires an exact attribution for each 
coin, which in turn requires many 
years of skill and practice. There are 


probably fewer than 50 collectors and 
dealers active today who are qualified 
to accurately attribute an Early Amer- 
ican coin. Unless PCGS has individuals 
on staff who are able to attribute ac- 
curately, or unless PCGS only accepts 
coins for slabbing from dealers who are 
widely known to be able to attribute 
accurately, the attributions on the 
PCGS slabs will be as much subject for 
confirmation as will the grades PCGS 
assigns these coins. 

I am a research cataloger in the field 
of Early American coins. To me, each 
coin is an extremely important piece 
of evidence for the history of the mint 
that struck it, the economic conditions 
in which it was coined, and the entire 
early numismatic history of the United 
States. In other words, each coin is a 
unique expression of a very special 
period in our country’s numismatic

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history. There is more that we do not 
know about Early American coins than 
we think we know today. 

Once an Early American coin has 
been slabbed, it can no longer be 
weighed. This may seem unimportant 
to a commercial dealer in U.S. regular- 
issue coins. To a researcher, however, 
the weight of a coin can tell a great deal 
about where it was struck, by whom, 
and at what time. This holds particu- 
larly for the state coppers series. If 
enough state coppers are slabbed, an 
entire segment of the surviving popula- 
tion of these series will no longer be 
open for metrological analysis. The 
amount of potential information that 
will be lost if this happens is stagger- 
ing in its dimensions. 

Once an Early American coin has 
been slabbed, its exact die state cannot 
be determined with any degree of ac- 
curacy. Die states may seem to be un- 
important to dealers in commercial, 
regular-issue U.S. coins, but they are 
of vital importance to the numismatic 
researcher, and, indeed, to many col- 
lectors. Die states tell us the history of 
the dies that struck these coins. In some 
cases, accurately recording the die 
states of many examples of the same 
variety of an Early American coin can 
lead to brand-new attributions and 
an entirely novel understanding of the 
history of the mint responsible for 
the coinage. 

In the case of my own work, by 
combining weights and die states I 
have been able to show that the 1787 
Immunis Columbia coppers were ac- 
tually struck later than that date. Using 
weights and die states, I have been able 
to show that the history of the New 
Jersey copper series is much more com- 
plex than previously suspected, and 
that many varieties dated 1786-88 
were actudly struck in 1 789-90. Met- 
rological analysis of the New York 
and Lima-style Brasher doubloons has 


proven that the latter are genuine prod- 
ucts of Ephraim Brasher’s workshop. 
This study would have been impossible 
if even one of the presently known 
Brasher doubloons had been slabbed. 
Some of the work I have done, and I 
am only one researcher active today, 
has been incorporated into recent edi- 
tions of A Guide Book of United States 
Coins, and this would never have got- 
ten into the Red Book if a substantial 
number of the coins I studied had 
been slabbed. 

I can think of no other proposal 
more threatening to the health of the 
collecting hobby of Early American 
coins, nor to the further enlarging of 
our understanding of Early American 
numismatics, than the idea that PCGS, 
or any other grading service, for that 
matter, is thinking of slabbing these 
coins. I strongly urge you to abandon 
this idea, as it will not offer any degree 
of confidence in the grade and attribu- 
tion of the slab, and will only do an 
immeasurable amount of damage to 
the progress of our understanding of 
Early American numismatic history.

1975; The ANA Museum officially 
opens at ANA headquarters in Colorado 
Springs on January 18. Following the 
dedication, numismatic notables gather to 
discuss “the problems, priorities and proj- 
ects of our hobby” in the ANA’s first 
numismatic roundtable. President Virginia 
Culver hands the gavel to Virgil Hancock, 
who defeated George Hatie, retiring ANA 
vice president. 

1976: It is proposed that the ANA es- 
tablish a “grading board” and set standards 
for the conditions of United States coins. 
Veteran numismatist Abe Kosoff is given 
the task of compiling a grading guide. The 
ANA Certification Service is relocated 
from Washington, D.C., to the ANA’s 
Colorado Springs facility. 

1977: Members decry the “constant 
bickering and infighting” among ANA 
elected officials. Grover Criswell succeeds 
, Virgil Hancock as president. Governor 
' Kenneth Hallenbeck gives up his seat on 
the Board to become assistant to Executive 
Vice President Edward Rochette. 

1978: The bylaws are amended to pro- 
vide for the election of ANA officers to 
seven numbered seats. Genevieve Herde- 
gen donates her late husband’s $ 100,000 
collection of United States and Canadian 
fractional currency to the Association.

UNITED KINGDOM: 

1991 Pound Features 
Northern Ireland 

The 1991 United Kingdom sterling 
silver proof £1 coin, struck by the 
British Royal Mint, features the flax 
plant, symbolic of Northern Ireland. 
Each year since its introduction in 
1983 as part of Britain’s circulating 
coinage, the £1 coin has featured a dif- 
ferent design representing one of the 
countries comprising the United King- 
dom. The flax plant has long been asso- 
ciated with Northern Ireland as a raw 
material for the linen industry. 



Northern Ireland Is represented on a 
1991 United Kingdom El coin by the 
hardy flax plant, whose fibers have been 
spun into linen thread for centuries, 
giving birth to the country's thriving 
linen industry. 


Depicted on the coin’s reverse is a 
flax plant enfiling the royal diadem, 
which artist Leslie Durbin chose to 
show turned to one side. The obverse 
portrait shows Queen Elizabeth II 
wearing the royal diadem in the tradi- 
tional manner, with a jeweled cross in 
the center. The edge of the coin is in- 
scribed DECUS ET TUTAMEN (“An 
ornament and a safeguard’’).

ANA Profiles in Numismatics 

ERIC P. NEWMAN 


Scholar, author, philanthropist ... all these words describe the man who has 
become a legend in the world of numismatics. However, they fail to capture the true spirit 
of this unassuming collector with the biting wit and heart of gold. 

Eric P. Newman was born in 1911 in St. Louis, Missouri, where he and his wife, Evelyn, 
still reside. After assembling Indian Head cents from circulation at age 9, he recalls his first 
experience with numismatic decision-making at the age of 1 1 , when he was faced with the 
dilemma of spending his 10-cent weekly allowance on a coin priced at 5 cents (leaving him 
5 cents with which to buy a soda), or spending the entire amount on a 10-cent coin. He 
opted for the latter. 

Says Newman, “I attribute all this to Burdette G. Johnson,” who operated a coin and 
stamp shop in St. Louis. "I wanted to buy a particular coin, but Johnson said he wouldn’t 
sell it to me because I didn’t know anything about it ... He gave me a book to read and 
told me to come back when I could tell him something 
about the coin.” 

At age 21, Newman graduated with a bachelor of 
science degree from Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology (MIT) and went on to receive a doctorate in 
law from Washington University in 1935 and an 
honorary doaorate of humane letters from the Univer- 
sity of Missouri in 1981. When not seeing to the 
demands of his position as executive vice president of 
Edison Brothers Stores, a national chain of retail shoe 
and clothing stores, Newman honed his skills as a 
numismatic researcher, writer and editor. 

The first of his more than 60 numismatic writings, 

“Varieties of the Fugio Cent” in 1949, was followed 
by “The 1776 Continental Currency Coinage: Vari- 
eties of the Fugio Cent” in 1952, both published in 
Wayte Raymond’s Coin Collector's journal. “Coinage 
for Colonial Virginia” then appeared in 1956 as part 
of the American Numismatic Society’s (ANS) “Numismatic Notes and Monographs.” (This 
and several subsequent books are dedicated to his wife, “who, prophetically, was wearing 
a necklace of coins when we first met.”) 

The Secret of the Good Samaritan Shilling (1959) preceded the definitive work The Fantastic 
1804 Dollar, which he co-authored with Kenneth Bressett in 1962. In 1967 the first edition 
of Newman’s The Early Paper Money of America hit the shelves and has remained a popular 
standard reference, as evidenced by the release of a revised third edition in 1990. 

A member of the ANA for 57 years, Eric Newman is the only person to have won both 
the Archer M. Huntington Award, the American Numismatic Society’s highest honor (1979), 
and the Farran Zerbe Memorial Award, the ANA’s most prestigious recognition (1969). In 
June 1991 he became the first to be honored by Britain’s Royal Numismatic Society specifically 
for work in the field of American numismatics. His articles in The Numismatist have earned 
him 16 ANA literary awards, more than any other author in the magazine’s history. 

Perhaps his success stems from his genuine love of numismatics and his desire to share it 
with fellow collectors. “I enjoy helping others do numismatic research,” he says. Newman 
has served on the council of the American Numismatic Society for 25 years, and he and 
his wife fund the scholarships for the ANS’ annual graduate seminar, at which he leaures. 
The Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society, a foundation he organized, operates 
a public numismatic museum and library in St. Louis. 

Energetic and spry at 80, Newman credits his good health to “good luck and good genes. 
I never smoked or drank either,” he explains. “Evelyn and I have been world travelers for 
over 50 years and have two children and five grandchildren. We have never been bored.”* 
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the Glenn Smedley Memorial Award 
in 1988. 

The Association bestowed 1 1 Glenn 
Smedley Memorial Awards during and 
immediately following the ANA’s 
1 00th Anniversary Convention in Au- 
gust. The Austrian Mint received the 
award for its strong financial and 
material suppon of the ANA’s cen- 
tennial-year membership contest. In 
addition to a number of numismatic 
prizes, the mint donated the grand 
prize, a roundtrip to Vienna with a 
week’s hotel accommodations, a spe- 
cial tour of the mint and a personal 
inspection of the imperial numis- 
matic collection. 

Former U.S. Mint Chief Engraver 
Gilroy Roberts also was named a 
Smedley award recipient in apprecia- 
tion of his dedication to numismatics 
and the ANA. His private studio is 


now on permanent loaned display at 
the ANA Museum, affording visitors 
and sculptors an opportunity to study 
the artistry of coins and medals. 

Also presented the Glenn Smedley 
Memorial Award at the convention 
were ANA Governor James Halperin, 
ANA President Kenneth L. Hallen- 
beck, past ANA President Stephen R. 
Taylor, past ANA Governor Bill Fivaz 
and Governor-Elect and past ANA 
President Grover Criswell. All have 
shown a deep commitment to pro- 
moting the hobby and the Associa- 
tion both as members and officers of 
the ANA. 

Four Glenn Smedley Memorial 
Award medals were presented by 
ANA President Edward Rochette on 
behalf of the ANA at an open house 
and cookout held on August 19 in 
lola, Wisconsin, home of Krause 


Publications (KP). Honored were 
Chester L. “Chet” Krause, founder of 
KP; Clifford “Cliff” Mishler, presi- 
dent; Roger Case, vice president of 
publishing; and Albert “Bo” Smith, 
numismatic publications publisher. The 
Krause officials were singled out for 
their support of the ANA’s successful 
centennial celebration.

tween October 1 and December 10, 
1991. Each member, whether an or- 
ganization or individual, is limited to 
two nominations.

ANA-Sanctioned Auction 
of Ancient Coinage 
Realizes $1.6 Million 

On August 14, 1991, Numismatic 
Fine Arts International, Inc. (NFA) 
conducted “Auction XXVI” in con- 
junction with the American Numis- 
matic Association’s 100th Anniversary 
Convention in Chicago. Officially sanc- 
tioned by the ANA, the sale featured 
387 ancient coins and important col- 
lections of Roman and Jewish pieces, 
realizing a total of $1,657,354. 

Among the highlights of the ancient 


Greek section was a drachm of Naxos 
depicting the head of Dionysus, which 
brought $21,000. A gold 100-litra 
piece of Syracuse, signed by the mas- 
ter die-engraver Euainetus, realized 
$15,000, while a gold stater of Pan- 
ticapaeum sold for $29,000. An elec- 
trum stater of Cyzicus picturing the 
god Hermes brought $8,000 against an 
estimate of $5, 000-$ 6, 000. 

The Jewish collection included two 
of the rarest and most sought after 
types in the series. A shekel of the First 
Revolt (dated “Year Five”) fetched 
$65,000; the finest-known “Year 1” 
tetradrachm of the Bar Kochba Revolt 
was bid to $42,500. 

The Roman portion of the sale fea- 
tured a collection of gold assembled 
over the last 40 years. Republican and 
Imperatorial aurei fared well, paced 
by the performance of an aureus of

Bringing $25,000 was an aureus fea- 
turing Emperor Septimus Severus, his 
wife (Julia Domna) and sons (Caracalla 
and Geta). An aureus of Uranius An- 
toninus, the Syrian usurper, realized 
$23,000, and an aureus of the Gallic 
emperor Victorinus brought $ 19,000. 
A rare 2-aurei medallion of Constan- 
tine I sold for $24,000, while a gold 
medallion picturing his son, Crispus, 
brought the sale’s highest price for a 
Roman coin— $42,000.

ANA Board Readies 
for Second Hundred Years 

The ANA Board of Governors, meet- 
ing at the 1 00th Anniversary Conven- 
tion in Chicago in August, took aaion 
to prepare for the Association’s second 
century. Before relinquishing their seats 
to the incoming board, the governors 
took steps to advance consumer pro- 
tection and to develop an educational 
video encouraging collecting. 

After meeting with officers of the 
Professional Numismatists Guild 
(PNG), the ANA Board of Governors 
approved a resolution supporting the 
dealer organization’s steps to protect 
numismatic consumers from market- 
place abuses. PNG officials announced 
at the convention that the Guild’s 
bylaws have been amended to protect 
auction consignors and bidders by re- 


quiring full disclosure of their rights. 
This proteaion is wedded to recent 
changes in the PNG’s code of ethics 
that prohibit high-pressure sales, among 
other restrictions. 

In conjunction with the ANA’s con- 
tinuing efforts to protect collectors, 
consumer advocate Governor Donn 
Pearlman was named chairman of the 
ANA’s Consumer Proteaion Commit- 
tee. Pearlman, a Chicago news broad- 
caster who has received numerous 
awards for his consumer protection re- 
porting, campaigned for reelection to 
the ANA Board by advocating the 
need for the Association to “emphasize 
integrity and trustworthiness.’’ 

In other consumer-protection mat- 
ters, the Board: 

• Directed ANA General Counsel 
George Hatie to seek legal remedies 
protecting the Association from non-

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sanctioned auctions held during ANA 
conventions. 

• Agreed to fine bourse dealers who 
offer numismatic items above the max- 
imum price limit for tables in the 
“$250 or Less” area. Violators will be 
required to pay the higher, standard 
bourse fee and may be denied a table 
in the special area at future ANA 
conventions. 

• Approved a resolution encourag- 
ing the U.S. Mint to limit or reduce 
the prices of its commemorative coins 
and to issue such coins for “truly 
national and not local events.” The 
Board also proposed that Congress 
and the Mint solicit advice from the 
ANA and establish a citizens advisory 
council on coinage. These measures 
were advocated earlier this year by 
President Kenneth L. Hallenbeck and 
newly elected Vice President David L. 


Ganz in testimony before the House 
Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs 
and Coinage. 

To further advance participation 
in the numismatic hobby, the ANA 
Board agreed to spend up to $30,000 
from endowment funds to underwrite 
production of a video program that 
promotes numismatic collecting. The 
Professional Numismatists Guild has 
agreed to participate in the project; 
ANA Governor Kenneth E. Bressett 
will prepare the script. 

In other action at the ANA centen- 
nial convention meeting, the Board 
agreed to: 

• Hold the ana’s 1998 anniver- 
sary convention in either Portland, 
Oregon, or Seattle, Washington. 

• Re-affirm New York City as the 
site of the ANA’s 1997 anniversary 
convention. 


• Appoint William Lenz as general 
chairman of the ANA’s 102nd An- 
niversary Convention in Baltimore 
in 1993. 

• Contract with Heritage Numis- 
matic Auctions, Inc. to be the official 
auctioneer for the ANA anniversary 
conventions in 1993 through 1995. 
Heritage already had been selected 
as the auctioneer for the Association’s 
101st Anniversary Convention in 
Orlando, Florida, slated for August 
12-16, 1992. Governor James Hal- 
perin, a partner in the auaion firm, ex- 
cused himself from all discussions and 
votes on the bids. 

• Continue the 1891 Club, which 
was established to help fund special 
activities during the centennial 
celebration. 

• Annually reimburse ANA region-

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all time, with more than 500 floor bid- 
ders and over 1,000 mail bidders. The 
auaion, which realized $4 million, “far 
exceeded our fondest expectations,” 
says Raymond N. Merena, president 
of the firm. 

Richard Bagg, the company’s direc- 
tor of auctions, notes that “floor bid- 
ding was extremely active, and prices 
realized reflect this strengthened and 
exciting participation.” The prices 
stated below include the standard 10- 
percent buyer’s fee. 

Among early American coins, an 
extremely rare Kentucky token with 
lettered edge (I. FIELDINGS), the 
finer of two such pieces known, 
sold for $3,300, and a Proof-6 3/64 
Myddleton token realized $5,775. 
A 1787 Fugio cent in MS-63 brought 
$935. Interest in the Americana lots 
was strong, with a rare Millard Fill- 


more Indian Peace medal in Ex- 
tremely Fine (EF) bringing $4,510 
and an extremely rare Arizona New 
Monte Cristo silver mine medal sell- 
ing for $2,255. 

Regular-issue United States coins 
were panicularly popular. A Proof-6 3 
1856 Flying Eagle cent was hammered 
down at $5,720; a rare MS-62 1873 
cent with doubled LIBERTY sold for 
$3,850; a Proof-64 specimen of the 
key 1877 small cent fetched $2,420; 
and a Proof-66 1909 VDB Lincoln 
cent soared to $6,050. A 1955 dou- 
bled die cent in MS-6 3 was purchased 
for $935. 

Among half dimes, an EF-40 exam- 
ple of the 1792 half disme (Judd-7) 
brought $ 1 5,400, and a Proof-66 1834 
half dime (Valentine- 4), one of the 
stars of the auction, realized $19,250 
after heated competition on the floor. 


Dimes saw active participation from 
all sectors of the market, with an 
1859-0 in MS-64 to -65 selling 
for $6,600, an MS-65 1916-D Mer- 
cury dime bringing $1 1,825, and an 
MS-66 1925-S selling for $6,600. 
An MS-60 1942/ 1 Mercury dime sold 
for $687.50. 

Several important half dollar offer- 
ings crossed the block, among them an 
MS-63 1808 (Overton- 102a), which 
sold for $5,390; an MS-65 1821 
(Overton- 103 a), $12,100; and an 
EF-40 1827 (Overton- 12 7), $2,420. 
An MS-66 1897-0 half dollar real- 
ized $7,975, while a 1943-0 “over- 
date” Walking Liberty half dollar 
brought $1,320. 

Silver dollars included many desir- 
able rarities, including an EF-40 
1871-CC, which brought $5,720, and 
an MS-63 1901, which commanded

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$8,800. A 1928 Peace dollar in MS-64 
condition brought $632.50. Among 
Trade dollars, a Proof-67 1879 speci- 
men realized $22,000, and a Proof-67 
1881 sold for $24,200. 

Gold coins witnessed strong aaivity, 
as indicated by an MS-66 1874 gold 
dollar, which sold for $4,840, and an 
1878 gold dollar, graded Proof-64, 
which was hammered down at $9,625. 
Quarter eagles were highlighted by an 
MS-65 1856 that brought $9,460; an 
MS-65 to -66 1902, $ 10,450; and an 
MS-64 191 1-D, $1 1,825. In the arena 
of collector coins, an MS-63 1929 
quarter eagle brought $605. 

A Proof-65 1 878 $ 3 gold piece sold 
for $40,150, while an extremely rare

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There are proofs— and then there are “CAMEOS!” What’s the difference? 


Virtually all U.S. proofs minted nowadays are gem cameos. These coins typically display gorgeous, white frosted 
devices, surrounded by deep proof mirrors. The U.S. mint goes to extraordinary trouble and expense nowadays to 
produce coins of this beauty and quality. They use a sand-blasting process to enhance the cameo effect of the dies, 
and then chrome-plate the dies to give them added durability. However, this technology was not used prior to the 
early 1970s. 

Quite simply, from 1950 to 1970, only the earliest strikes off new proof dies were cameo proofs— the earlier the strike, 
the heavier the cameo on the portrait, and the deeper the proof mirrors surrounding it. In fact, the earliest strikes 
possess an incredible cameo appearance much like proofs minted today! (I describe these coins as being “ultra-heavy” 
cameos.) Obviously, such coins, while beautiful and striking in appearance, are extremely scarce. Some dates are rare. 
The vast majority of proof Franklins have no cameo contrast. Such coins are usually referred to as brilliant proofs. 

When it comes to 1950 to 1970 proof coinage, I am the pickiest dealer you will 
ever meet! I have specialized in cameos from this era for 10 years now. It is no acci- 
dent that most of the finest known NGC Cameo Franklins belong to my clientele. 

Four years in the making, “CAMEO and BRILLIANT PROOF COINAGE of the 1950 to 1970 ERA” 
is due out shortly. With over 300 color photos, this reference book will provide useful information 
that will be as valuable 30 years from now as it is today.

Enhance Minting Procedures 

Australia’s leading research organiza- 
tion, CSIRO, has designed an “optical 
surface profiler’’ (OSP 130) that can 
measure without direa contaa the sur- 
face profiles of all tooling used by the 
Royal Australian Mint in the mint- 
ing process. 

The OSP 1 30 uses a white-light pro- 
jeaor to projea a periodic grating onto 
the surface of plaster, silicone-rubber 
and epoxy cast models; reduction 
punches; master dies; working hubs; 
working dies; coins; proof coins or 
medallions in sizes from 10mm to 
300mm in diameter, A solid-state cam- 
era views the projected grating on the 
surface, and the computer digitizes the 
intensity pattern. The grating inside the 
projector is then moved, under com- 
puter control, to a number of different 
positions, and the digitized images of 
the projected grating are stored in the 
computer, thereby producing an ac- 
curate map of the tool’s surface. 

The menu-driven software calculates 
surface relief, provides interactive 
graphics and generates measurement 
reports. In three-dimensional relief, the 
OSP 130 calculates high and low 
points, background convexity or curva- 
ture, volumes of impression and statis- 
tics of profiles, and allows for on-line 
corrective decisions. 

The new technology assists the 
Royal Australian Mint in quality and 
process control by providing answers 
to questions concerning hub and die 
wear, the effects of heat treatment and 
hardening of tools on relief detail, op- 
timum profile parameters for different 
materials and significant differences

Suggestions Sought for Sale 
of Iowa Commemoratives 

In 1946, 100,000 Iowa commem- 
orative half dollars were issued to 
celebrate the state’s centennial. The 
coins were offered to Iowa residents 
first, and then to out-of-state collec- 
tors. When 99,000 pieces had been 
sold, Iowa Governor Robert D. Blue 
placed the remaining 1 ,000 coins 
in a safe-deposit box in Des Moines. 
That cache was opened this year and 
examined by Iowa State Treasurer 
Michael Fitzgerald and a small group 


of numismatists. 

The coins were determined to be 
in mint condition, and it has been de- 
cided to sell 500 pieces to raise money 
for Iowa’s sesquicentennial celebra- 
tion in 1996. Iowa City numismatist 
Dean G. Oakes has been appointed by 
Governor Terry Branstad to a special 
committee to oversee the sale. 

Oakes, a member of the ANA and 
the Professional Numismatists Guild, 
has been a coin dealer since 1962. Part 
of his responsibility as a member of the 
sale committee is to gather suggestions 
from collectors concerning methods 
of sale and distribution of the com- 
memoratives. Many feel that Iowa res- 
idents should have first opportunity to 
purchase the coins, just as they did 
in 1946. 

Any comments or suggestions con- 
cerning the distribution of the com- 
memoratives should be mailed to Dean 
Oakes, P.O. Box 1456, Iowa City, lA 
52244. The remaining 500 commem- 
orative issues will be sold to help fund 
the state’s bicentennial in 2046. 

Donna Pope Joins 
IOC Coin Program 

The International Olympic Commit- 
tee’s (IOC) Centennial Coin Pro- 
gramme recently announced that out- 
going Director of the United States 
Mint, Donna Pope, will join the IOC 
team. Pope was named Direaor of U.S. 
Market Activities and will apply her 
extensive experience in the American 
coin market to the new IOC program. 

Unveiled last September, the IOC 
Centennial Coin Programme will fea- 
ture a total of 15 commemorative 
coins, 5 in gold and 10 in silver, be- 
ginning this year and culminating in 
1996. Five national mints will strike 
and issue one gold and two silver coins 
each honoring the Olympic move- 
ment— Canada (1992), Australia 
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(1993), France (1994), Austria (1995) 
and Greece (1996). 

“We are delighted to have Mrs. 
Pope join our team,” says Program 
Direaor Robert J. Huot. “Her abilities 
will certainly contribute to making the 
Olympic Centennial Coin Programme 
a success in the United States, and her 
advice will also help us in the rest of 
the world.” 

Pope said that her decision to join 
the IOC program was a logical leap 
to the international stage. “Ten years 
at the helm of the U.S. Mint has given 
me a tremendous insight to the needs 
of the large community of people 
who purchase commemorative coins,” 
she says. “More and more I am con- 
vinced that the relevance of coin pro- 
gram themes is of great importance to 
the market.”

Newman Receives Royal 
Numismatic Society Medal 

Eric Newman is the first numismatist 
to be honored by Britain’s Royal 
Numismatic Society specifically for 
work in the field of American numis- 
matics. Newman’s granddaughter, 
Abigail Rose Solomon, accepted the 
medal on his behalf, June 18, in Lon- 
don, England. 

Professor T.V. Buttrey, keeper of 
coins and medals at the Fitzwilliam 
Museum in Cambridge, England, and 
president of the society, acknowledged 
Newman’s “large impact on the dis- 


cipline.” In an overview of Newman’s 
achievements, Buttrey cited two char- 
acteristics of Newman’s many pub- 
lications. “[They] provide new an- 
swers to old and seemingly intractable 
problems” and appear in journals 
widely available to collectors as well 
as scholars, “thereby immensely [en- 
larging] numismatic understanding 
among collectors.” 

Buttrey also commented on New- 
man’s contributions to the scholarly 
training of young numismatists. 
Through the Eric P. Newman Educa- 
tion Fund, which supports the annual 
graduate seminar of the American 
Numismatic Society and the Newman 
Numismatic Education Society, he 
assists others in their research. The 
Education Society also operates a 
public numismatic museum and library 
in St. Louis. 


Kurt R. Krueger 
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Newman is one of only eight Amer- 
icans to receive the Society’s annual 
medal. He is a member of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association and the 
American Numismatic Society. 

Professional Numismatists 
Guild Combats Abuses 
in the Industry 

In the wake of public outcry concern- 
ing the proliferation of telemarketing 
and other scams involving numismatic 
materials, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion is threatening the hobby with 
government regulation. The Profes- 
sional Numismatists Guild (PNG) has 
pledged to combat potential market- 
place abuses and promote self-regula- 
tion of the coin industry. 

As pan of its aggressive effons, the 


PNG has adopted a revised Code of 
Ethics, amended its bylaws and ap- 
proved new guidelines for numis- 
matic auctioneers. The 37-point 
guidelines cover virtually every aspect 
of the auction process, including con- 
signment of material, accurate de- 
scription of sale items, pre-sale estimate 
of value, bidding, and settlement 
of disputes. 

A pamphlet entitled “What You 
Should Know before You Buy Rare 
Coins for Investment,” published by 
the PNG in 1986, tells consumers that 
responsibility and research are the best 
ways to avoid the “something for 
nothing” trap. Newly elected PNG 
President Ronald Gillio and Vice Presi- 
dent Ira Goldberg have pledged to pro- 
mote adherence to the PNG motto, 
“Knowledge, Integrity, Responsibil- 


ity.” “We intend to live up to those 
lofty ideals as we encourage more 
members of our profession to join us,” 
says Gillio. 

The PNG also has pledged to em- 
phasize the fun of collecting U.S. and 
world coins and paper money and has 
published 10,000 copies of a 16-page 
booklet, The Pleasure of Coin Collecting, 
to be offered free to the public. The 
booklet will highlight the PNG’s be- 
lief that numismatics is a fascinating 
hobby. “Some people may have for- 
gotten that,” says Executive Director 
Paul Koppenhaver. “We haven’t.”

Relics of the 
Last Crusade 


A variety of numismatic items serve to perpetuate the 
memory of the nation’s sweeping battle against a 
deadly disease.

A S THE LIGHTS dim and the buzz of conversation quiets, 
the audience gives its full attention to the spotlighted stage. 
Suddenly, from the back of the dark public hall, someone 
begins to cough— one of those loose, deep coughs that de- 
note the end of a particularly bad winter cold. Cellophane 
crackles as the sufferer tries to stifle his spasms with a lozenge. The cough- 
ing continues and people nearby turn and stare in irritation. There is a rus- 
tle and the lobby door opens and closes quickly. Quiet reigns, and the 
minor annoyance is forgotten. 

However, 70 years ago that anonymous cougher might have elicited 
more than an irritated glance. In fact, the wrath of the entire audience and 
civil authority might easily have been visited upon anyone coughing un- 
controllably in the midst of a large public gathering. Such an individual 
might have been hustled quickly outside and his attention peremptorily 
directed to a notice posted on the theatre door, “NO TUBERCULARS 
ALLOWED.” Civil rights notwithstanding, the active consumptive was 
often barred from public places in the decades following the First World 
War as the public slowly began to understand the deadly disease he carried 
in his lungs. 

At the turn of the century, tuberculosis was the number one cause of 
death in the United States. In 1 904 the National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis (the organization’s name was later short- 
ened to the National Tuberculosis Association) was formed, the first vol- 
unteer health agency in America and the first to combine the efforts of 
medical and lay people against a single disease. 

The National Tuberculosis Association (NTA) believed that education 
about tuberculosis would lead to passage of laws to control the spread of 
the disease and contribute to its eradication. Until 1944, when strepto- 
mycin was discovered (the first effective drug therapy for tuberculosis), the 
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government and the public combined to change the habits and attitudes 
of generations of Americans. In the process, a social institution was estab- 
lished that continues in a variant form to the present day. 

Up to 1882, the cause of tuberculosis was a mystery. It was catholic 
in its tastes, striking the poor and the affluent, the ignorant and the edu- 
cated. It decimated cities, but also could be found in small towns. In his 
book The Last Crusade, Mark Caldwell notes that by the “end of the 1 800s 
it still killed a seventh of the human race, and as late as the 1 940s it con- 
tinued to cause more deaths than any other contagious disease.’’ Robert 
Koch, a German scientist, managed to isolate the tubercle bacillus near the 
end of the 1 9th century and establish its role as the causative agent in the 
disease. Over the next 70 years, despite the best effons of the medical and 
scientific community, a cure remained a matter of contention and 
conjecture. 

In 1872 Edward Livingston Trudeau, a New York physician, was 
diagnosed as tubercular. Trudeau knew, even better than the average 
layman (who knew only too well), that the diagnosis was little more than 
a death sentence. In despair, Trudeau repaired to the little village of 
Saranac Lake in New York’s Adirondack Mountains, planning to die in

peace. Instead, he recovered and began immediately to seek the reasons 
for his return to health. 

Trudeau came to believe passionately that his recovery was the result 
of the climate and outdoor life of his idyll in that remote mountain en- 
vironment. His belief, however correct or erroneous, initiated a treatment 
destined to become America’s standard for tubercular care until the middle 
of the 1950s— the sanatoria system. 

After Trudeau founded the Adirondack Cottage Sanitarium at Saranac 
Lake in 1885, the movement grew rapidly. In 1908 the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis published a survey of 
sanatoria, educational programs, typical anti-tuberculosis laws and organ- 
izations devoted to defeating the disease: “These institutions have sprung 
up in all parts of the United States, until there are now nearly two hundred 
and fifty special sanatoria or hospitals, and the announcement of provision 
for a new public or private institution is of almost daily occurrence.’’ 

Since the facilities and treatment at the various sanatoria varied widely 
(although most followed the common theme of isolation, outdoor or 
fresh-air treatment, complete rest and prodigious amounts of food), the 
sanatoria were listed by state and city, and included a brief synopsis of 
the facilities and treatment plan and the cost of treatment. “For various 
reasons,’’ the introduction states, “it has been the sanatorium, with its 
promise of restoration of patients to wage-earning capacity, that has ap- 
pealed with effective force to legislators as well as to private philan- 
thropy.’’ A table listing hospitals, sanatoria and day camps devoted to 
tubercular patients as of August 1, 1908, documents one or more of these 
facilities in 38 states and one each in Cuba, Hawaii and Puerto Rico. New

York, Massachusetts and Colorado led the list with 36, 25 and 19 institu- 
tions, respectively. 

Typical of these was Montcalm Sanitarium in Manitou Springs, Colo- 
rado. Long famed for the curative aspects of its mineral waters and high, 
dry climate, Manitou Springs and its sister city, Colorado Springs, drew 
scores of consumptives to the region. Montcalm, administered by the 
Sisters of Mercy, advocated hydrotherapy and a system of exercises in ad- 
dition to the traditional aspects of the open-air cure regime. 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance company became a valuable (if not 
completely altruistic) advocate of the anti-tuberculosis movement. In 1914 
the company opened McGregor Sanatorium in New York, and, according 
to Caldwell, “for the next several years [the company devoted] a major 
portion of its resources to the eradication of tuberculosis.” 

During the early part of the 20th century, America was inundated with 
pamphlets, journals, public health programs and public meetings designed 
to disseminate information about containing and eliminating tuberculosis. 
Much of America’s obsession with privacy, personal hygiene and living 
conditions among the poor dates from this era. During the great campaign 
against tuberculosis, most of America s important public institutions — 
schools, churches, the medical profession and government— combined to 
convince the populace that crowded living conditions, inadequate stand-

ards of personal hygiene, poor food and bad air were not only unhealthy, 
but immoral as well. 

The coercion to reform life habits was anything but subtle, and legisla- 
tion was enacted to force those who could not or would not conform— 
“the few bonding together to aid and, incidentally, to control the many,’’ 
says Caldwell. In 1906 President Theodore Roosevelt “issued an executive 
order requiring that persons afflicted with tuberculosis, who were working 
in the government . . . [be] positively forbidden to spit on the floors; sec- 
ond, the tuberculous employee must not spit in the public spittoons, but 
must provide himself with an individual sputum receiver; third, all tuber- 
culous employees must also provide their own drinking glasses, soap and 
towels, and they shall not use any others.’’ 

In 1908 New York passed a law that was typical of the day: 

It shall be the duty of every physician in the State of New York, to report 
in writing, on a form to be furnished as hereinafter provided, the name, age, 
sex, color, occupation, place where last employed, if known, and address, of 
every person known by said physician to have tuberculosis, to the health of- 
ficer of the city, town or village in which said person resides, within twenty- 
four hours after such fact comes to the knowledge of the physician. 

Anti-spitting ordinances, distribution of informational pamphlets and 
disinfection of premises after a tuberculosis death were common in cities 
and states nationwide. In large measure, these efforts were led by state and 
local organizations of lay and medical people, but the National Tuber- 
culosis Association was the most prestigious and influential: 

Following a number of conferences during the winter of 1 904, the Associa- 
tion was established at a meeting in Philadelphia in March ... Dr. E.L. 
Trudeau was elected President of the new Association. Annual meetings of 
the Association are held in May, and for these meetings five sections have 
been established. The Sociological . . . , Pathological, Climatological, Surgical 
. . . and the Section on Tuberculosis in Children. The Journal of Outdoor Life, 
a monthly devoted to the campaign against tuberculosis, is sent free to all 
members, and regular announcements regarding the work of the Association 
appears in its pages. 

In 1 9 1 3 the Association adopted a double-barred red cross as its symbol 
and was, Caldwell states, “Characteristically . . . concerned that the sym- 
bol be absolutely uniform wherever it was used. All arms of the cross were 
to be pointed; the two cross arms were to be equal in length; the lower 
leg seven units, the arms three units on either side and one and one-half 
units apart; and the staff above the arms two and one-half units high.’’

Frances Ogasawara, associate managing director of the American Lung As- 
sociation, NTA’s successor, says the symbol appeared “on a few styles of 
pins or buttons . . . distributed to staff and volunteers.” 

The Christmas Seal campaign, still a familiar aspect of holiday greeting 
card mailing, began in the United States as an effort to raise $300 to alle- 
viate the financial woes of a small sanatorium in Delaware. The pathos and 
small price of the issue caught the attention of the public (as it still does 
today) and raised hundreds of thousands of dollars for the fight against 
tuberculosis. Although supported initially by the American Red Cross, the 
National Tuberculosis Association began to run the yearly campaign in 
1920 and emblazoned the seals with the double-barred red cross. The 
Christmas Seal campaign helped to establish the NTA as a national organ- 
ization of consequence, while proceeds from the sale of the seals provided 
substantial support (the American Lung Association still relies on Christ- 
mas Seal sales for part of its yearly funding). 

In 1926 the National Tuberculosis Association began recognizing “ma- 
jor scientific contributions to the control, prevention and treatment of lung 
disease” with the annual award of the Edward Livingston Trudeau medal. 
British medalist Theodore Spicer-Simpson was chosen to design the issue. 
The Biographical Dictionary of Medallists compiled by L. Forrer describes 
Spicer-Simpson’s medallic portrait style, “whose chief characteristics are 
boldness of design, conceived in the spirit of the antique, and simple mod- 
elling, with neglect of superfluous detail.” 

The 75mm bronze medal produced by Medallic Art Company of Dan- 
bury, Connecticut, features just such a bust of Trudeau on its obverse. The 
portrait is surrounded by the legend • EDWARD • LIVINGSTON • 
TRVDEAV • MEMORIAL • MEDAL •, and the designer’s initials T«S-S. 


The bronze Will Ross Memo- 
rial Medal, named for a 
former National Tuberculosis 
Association president, is 
presented annually for out- 
standing service in the field of 
public health. 
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Tuberculosis therapy knew no 
season. Patients at Woodmen 
Sanatorium were exposed to 
Colorado’s fresh, dry air both 
summer and winter.

The reverse features the familiar double-barred cross and the inscription 
AWARDED BY /THE NATIONAL /TUBERCULOSIS /AND RESPIRA- 
TORY/DISEASE/ASSOCIATION/TO, followed by a blank banner for 
the recipient’s name. 

The list of Trudeau Medal recipients includes Edward R. Baldwin, Tru- 
deau’s successor at Saranac during the 1920s and ’30s; Lawranson Brown, 
whose book Rules for Recovery from Tuberculosis became a standard text in 
sanatoria; and Gerald B. Webb, a Colorado physician. Western author 
and former TB patient Marshall Sprague describes Webb’s philosophy on 
tuberculosis treatment: 

He knew that a great many people come down with tuberculosis because 
they don’t like the way they are living. A quick cure would not give them 
the time to work out their problems, to decide what is and what is not impor- 
tant to them, and to build up resolution not to return to the wrong kind of 
living. Only the natural slow curing process would do that, aided by the up- 
lifting environment of Pikes Peak. 

A second medal was instituted in 1952 and named for a distinguished 
president of the NTA. The Will Ross Memorial Medal is “awarded to a 
volunteer with close ties to the Lung Association who has given recog- 
nized, outstanding services which are creative and/or innovative in public 
health and/ or community action aspects of the conquest of lung disease 
and the promotion of lung health on a local, state, national or interna- 
tional level.’’ Its first recipient, Homer Folks, also was the namesake of 
a sanatorium in Oneonta, New York. This institution, which closed in 
1973, was the last of its kind in the State of New York. 

The 1975 honoree, Annie D. Wauneka, is a Navajo Indian who became 
involved with the health and welfare of the Navajo during the latter part 
of the 1940s and early ’50s, when America’s sanatoriums shored up their 
falling revenues with Bureau of Indian Affairs money provided for the care 
of tubercular Navajos. She visited each sanatorium in the United States 
that numbered diseased Navajos among its patients and persuaded the 
frightened Indians that the care they received was both necessary and 
valuable. (Wauneka also is one of only three women named by President 
John F. Kennedy to receive the Presidential Medal of Freedom.) 

The 75mm bronze Will Ross Memorial Medal, designed by Joseph E. 
Renier, also is produced by Medallic Art Company. The obverse bears a 
ponrait of Will Ross with the inscription WILL ROSS MEMORIAL 
MEDAL below. The reverse bears the same inscription, exergue and 
double-barred cross featured on the Trudeau medal. In 1974 the design 
of both medals was changed to reflect the name change of the organization 
from the National Tuberculosis and Respiratory Disease Association to the 
American Lung Association. 

NTA’s campaign against tuberculosis came to a gradual end during the 
1950s. The discovery of streptomycin and the development of the syn-

thetic antibiotic isoniazid began to empty the sanatoriums. Some, such as 
the Union Printers Home in Colorado Springs, Colorado, evolved into 
retirement homes. Others, like Ray Brook and Mount McGregor in New 
York, were converted to prisons. At least one, Cragmor Sanatorium in 
Colorado Springs, is now a state university. Outside “cure porches” at- 
tached to private homes have been converted to sewing rooms and sun 
porches. 

Mark Caldwell indicates that “tuberculosis still kills four of every 
100,000 Americans; it is still a major threat to the ill housed and ill fed 
. . . worldwide four million people catch it each year, and a million die 
of it.” But, for most Americans, cancer and heart disease have replaced 
tuberculosis as major health concerns. Tuberculosis is memorialized in the 
American consciousness by its legacy of social reform, Christmas Seals, the 
medals still conferred annually by the American Lung Association and a 
pinback button bearing a double-barred red cross. •

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Collecting Paper 
Money Errors 

Some of the more common errors that occur in the 
printing of United States paper money are interesting 
and affordable collectibles. 


C ollecting error bank notes is fascinating, yet need 
not be expensive. The market price of paper money errors 
increases as 1) the denomination increases; 2) condition im- 
proves; 3) the “obviousness” of the error becomes more 
striking; and 4) the availability of such errors decreases. 
In determining the market price of a paper money error, a collector must 
consider the note’s face value. An error in a $ 100 note will inevitably cost 
more than the identical error on a $5 note because the $ 100 note is worth 
at least its face value. Some collectors specialize in $ 1 notes to save money, 
others limit their error acquisitions to denominations of $20 or less. 

Condition helps to determine price almost as much as rarity. A National 
Gold Bank note from California dated in the 1870s will always be desir- 
able in Good or Very Good condition simply because such notes are 
exceedingly rare in higher grades. And with grading services beginning to 
encapsulate notes in holders similar to coin slabs, the grading of notes is 
sure to stir up controversy in the next few years— like the perpetual coin 
grading debates of “slabbed” vs. “raw” coins, “MS-this” vs. “MS-that”! 

Robert Friedberg’s Paper Money of the United States (which, by the way, 
doesn’t picture or price error notes) lists nine grades for paper money: 
Gem Uncirculated, Choice Uncirculated, Uncirculated, About Uncircu- 
lated, Extra Fine, Very Fine, Fine, Very Good and Good. (Instead of “Un- 
circulated,” some dealers call a note “New.”) 

Notes that are heavily creased, stained, torn or faded, or display pinholes 
or missing corners are best avoided by the error collector, unless it can be 
demonstrated that such defects are “part” of the error. Beware of “con- 
trived” errors, that is, notes that have been artificially bleached or other- 
wise altered to make them appear to be genuine errors. Anyone can pur- 
chase sheets of current $1 and $2 Federal Reserve notes from the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, then deliberately miscut the notes to give them

the appearance of a trimming error or faulty alignment. 

These are some of the common errors found on modern, small-size 
U.S. currency: 

Pre-Printing Paper Folds 

This type of error (also referred to as “blank creases’’) occurs when 
bank note paper is creased or bears a minute fold prior to printing. The 
result is an even white streak, devoid of printing ink, across a note’s face. 
Such errors are more valuable if they have multiple creases, large creases, 
or creases through a note’s portrait. Retail prices for a minor $1 note 
crease range from $25 to $35 in About Uncirculated condition. 


Ink Smears 

Sometimes called “plate smears,’’ these errors usually are attributed 
to poorly functioning automatic inking machinery that imparts excess ink 
to the printing plate, resulting in smeared ink on the face or back. This 
type of error is easily faked, so don’t pay a lot for such specimens. Typical 
retail for a dramatic AU $1 note ink smear error is $20 or $30. 


Offset Transfers 

When the printing press is started before the paper has been fed 
through it, a reversed image of all or part of the note’s design is created 
on the other side, such as a back impression on a note’s face. The darker 
and more complete the image (up to 100 percent offset transfer), the more 
valuable the note. For an uncirculated note ($ 1 through $20 in denomina- 
tion) that shows heavy, complete offset transfer, the retail price usually is 
less than $ 1 00 per note ! 

Missing Print 

If a note lacks one of the three stages of printing, the error is described 
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as “missing a print.’’ U.S. currency is printed first on the back in green 
ink; this is referred to as the first print. The next day, the sheets are printed 
on the face with black ink; this is the second print. The Treasury Seal and 
note serial numbers in green and the Federal Reserve District seal and 
numbers in black are then added to the sheet as the third print. 

Notes with a completely blank back are “missing the first print’’ (that 
is, no green ink on the back). Retail price for a $10 or $20 note of this 
type is about $ 1 50. Rarer and more valuable are notes “missing the second 
print’’ (that is, no black-inked design on the face)— maybe $300 retail for 
a low-denomination, uncirculated note. Notes “missing the third print’’ 
lack either the black or green overprint applied during the third printing 
stage— these usually are the least expensive of the “missing print’’ errors, 
retailing for around $ 1 30 for an Uncirculated $ 10 or $20 note. In some 
instances, all overprints may be missing. 

Inverted Third Prints 

Sometimes the Treasury seal, serial numbers. Federal Reserve seal 
and district numbers are inverted on the note’s face, caused when the sheet 
is fed into the press upside-down during the third printing. In the lower 
denominations, such notes can be purchased from dealers for $ 100 or less 
in AU to Uncirculated. A small “epidemic’’ of inverted prints appeared 
in series 1974 and 1976 notes. 

Third Print on Back 

This error can be either “normally’’ readable or offset in a reversed 
image. Specimens retail for $ 1 50 or so for a low-denomination note. 

Third Print Shifted 

Also called “overprint shifted,’’ these notes show the third printing 
shifted out of position, either horizontally or vertically (or, very rarely, 
diagonally, usually as a result of some other production problem, such as 
a paper fold). These errors are inexpensively priced, generally triple or 
quadruple the face value for $5, $ 10 or $20 denominations in AU condi- 
tion. They are worth a little more if the Federal Reserve seal intersects the 
central portrait. 

Uneven Printing, Underinking and Insufficient Pressure 

These printing problems all result in weak or panly missing impres- 
sions on a note. Such paper money errors usually are not expensive— about 
four to five times the face value for AU notes of $5, $ 10 or $20 denomina- 
tions. When examining such error notes, be sure that the color hasn’t been 
bleached out or chemically removed. 

This brings us to apparent color changelings. Notes that are all blue or 
all yellow in color instead of “bank note green’’ on the backs are almost

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certainly the result of tampering after they left the Bureau. An amateur 
chemist can fool around with a note until he or she finds a liquid solution 
that will bleach out one or more pigments in the ink. As an interesting 
experiment, try placing a dollar bill, back side up, in the sunlight for a cou- 
ple of months. The green color will fade and change. Notes that have been 
“doctored” by con artists are worth just face value. 

Double Impressions 

These errors can exhibit two images of the entire design or just the 
overprints. Dramatic notes with strong doubling can be worth $150 or 
more. A complete double impression of the second print in Uncirculated 
condition can fetch hundreds of dollars over face value. If the automatic 
numbering machine turned between the two impressions, the two serial 
numbers on double-printed notes may be in sequence rather than identical. 

Design Partially Missing Due to Paper Adherence 

A NOTE WITH a complete blank ponion on either the face or back, 
usually with a sharp delineation between the blank area and the correctly 
printed area, is caused when a scrap of paper or other foreign object 
adheres to the sheet as it is printed. An AU to Uncirculated example with 
a 1-inch-wide blank streak can retail for $100. 

Mismatched Serial Numbers 

The lower left and upper right serial numbers aren’t the same because 
a cylinder in the automatic numbering machine jammed. These paper 
money errors usually are valued at $50 to $ 100 over face value in Uncir- 
culated condition. 

Inverted Faces 

The face and back of the note are upside-down in relation to one 
another. On correctly printed notes the face and back designs are aligned 
in the same direction. Since the backs are printed first, these notes are 
called “inverted faces,” not “inverted backs.” A Choice Uncirculated note 
can bring $ 100 or more over its face value. Such a note may circulate for 
a while without being recognized as an error. 

Double Denomination 

Some of the rarest and most valuable bank note errors are those with 
a double denomination, for example, a $5 face design with a $10 back 
design! Such errors can retail for several thousand dollars in Choice Uncir- 
culated. Beware of counterfeits, including “paste-ups” of two different de- 
nominations that are made by literally gluing together two notes after 
shaving the designs off one side of each. Double-denomination notes 
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. LIKE ANY PAPER money in your collection, error notes 
should be kept away from high humidity (kitchens, bath- 
rooms), direct sunlight and heat. 


always have the face of one denomination and the back of another denom- 
ination — never two faces. 

Currency dealers can supply specimens of error notes for you to examine— 
either from stock or on approval from other dealers. Don’t be overly im- 
pressed by the first error note you see. Many error notes exist or their 
market values would be much higher. It is better to save your money and 
buy one note in Choice Uncirculated condition for $ 100 than two or three 
error notes in Circulated condition for the same amount. 

Keep your notes clean and in safe currency holders, available at any coin 
shop. 1 like the flexible mylar holders because they are inexpensive and 
easy to store in your home or in a bank safe-deposit box. And, like any 
paper money in your collection, error notes should be kept away from 
high humidity (kitchens, bathrooms), direct sunlight and heat. 

The handiest reference for U.S. small-size currency errors is the Official 
1991 Blackbook Price Guide of United States Paper Money (23 rd edition), 
usually available for sale in coin shops for $5.95. Besides including 22 
pages of fully illustrated error note information, this 242-page book serves 
as a price guide and collection checklist for large- and small-size U.S. cur- 
rency in denominations of $ 100 or less. I like this book because it is small 
(4 X SVi inches) and easy to take along to shows or when you want 
something worthwhile to read on vacation. Like many catalogs, however, 
the Blackbook 's quoted retail prices tend to go up every year regardless of 
actual market conditions. As a result, the prices listed are often too high. 
You can buy error notes for less than Blackbook prices, so shop around 
to get acquainted with real market prices and have some fun collecting 
United States error notes! •

The Collection 
of Colonel 
Mendes I. Cohen 

Sold in 1875, the Mendes I. Cohen Collection was 
remarkable in its scope and depth. 


T he City of Baltimore has had its share of famous numis- 
matists and fabulous coin collections. Several of these col- 
lections are well known among numismatists and have had 
a dramatic effect on the evolution of the hobby. Addi- 
tionally, the auction catalogs of these collections provide 
a permanent reminder of numismatists and the collections they formed. 
Sometimes these records of the past provide journeys into the side roads 
of numismatics. The catalog of the Colonel Mendes I. Cohen auction pro- 
vided such a trip for me. 

Among coin collectors, Colonel Mendes I. Cohen is perhaps best re- 
membered for providing the numismatic community with the vast major- 
ity of Virginia halfpennies in today’s collections. A keg of these coins dis- 
covered in Richmond before the Civil War came into Cohen’s possession 
and remained with his heirs until 1929, when the final 2,200 pieces of the 
hoard were sold. 

Mendes I. Cohen was born in Virginia in 1796, and upon the death of 
his father when Mendes was 7 years old, the family moved to Baltimore, 
Maryland. He received his early education there until the age of 16, when 
he quit school to join the Army. Mendes served in the Army “for two 
years during the war of 1812, was engaged in the historic defense of Fort 
McHenry and emerged from the service with the rank of colonel,’’ reports 
Lynn Poole. “Instead of returning to his studies, he joined his brothers in 
the J.I. Cohen banking house. As manager of the New York branch, he 
acquitted himself successfully, fitted easily into the society of his day and 
spent his vacations traveling widely in England and on the Continent.’’ 

In 1829 Cohen retired from business and sailed to Europe, beginning 
six years of travel and adventure. During this period he also traveled up

the Nile River, where he is said to have been the first to fly the U.S. flag. 
The Cohen expedition also was the first U.S. party to enter the Nile 
Valley to search for relics from the time of the pharaohs. Although no 
great rarities were found, a total of 689 items was collected and cataloged. 
In 1884 these pieces were donated to The Johns Hopkins University. 

After returning to the United States, Cohen again served in the Army 
during the war with Mexico in the 1 840s. Later, he served two terms in 
the Maryland legislature and dominated civic affairs. Cohen died in 1869 
at the age of 73. 

The Cohen Collection is not as famous as, nor did it have the impact 
of the collections assembled by Baltimore numismatists T. Harrison Gar- 
rett and his son John Work Garrett, Louis E. Eliasberg and Waldo C. 
Newcomer. However, it compares favorably in depth and scope. Em- 
manuel Joseph Attinelli, in his book on early auctions, made the following 
remarks regarding the Cohen Collection: 

What the Stenz was to German coins, this collection is to American mint 
issues in panicular, few of which are missing. Colonial pieces were also well 
represented, as were also the British series; several of the rarest of which were 
to be found in this celebrated collection. Of the rarity and beauty of many 
of the American pieces it is needless to speak, as the catalog itself (the work 
of Mr. Cogan) shows faithfully enough. Fine and rich though the collection 
was, its sale was not a success, which could only be attributed to the unfor- 
tunate enforced absence, through sickness, of Mr. Edward Cogan, under 
whose supervision the sale was to have taken place; that absence was felt by 
all, and probably by no one more than Mr. Cohen. 

Total proceeds from the sale amounted to S9,744.03 . A review of the con- 
tents of the sale reveals the truth of Attinelli’s comments. 

The auction catalog itself was printed in two versions— one on regular 
paper and the other on thick paper. John Weston Adams, in comments 
included in a reprint of Attinelli’s work, rates the catalog as R-5, 31-75 
copies in existence. The catalog was issued with four photographic plates, 
which were offered by Cogan at 60 cents each by advance order prior to 
the sale. Adams rates the plated catalog as R-7, 4 to 1 2 copies in existence. 

The sale commenced at 3 p.m. on Monday, October 25, 1875, with 33 
lots of foreign coppers. This was followed by 69 lots of ancient Greek and 
Roman gold, silver and copper coins. The first U.S. coins sold were gold 
eagles— Lots 103 to 1 12— from 1795 (described as “perfect Uncirculated’’) 
to 1804 (described as “Obverse scratched. Only fair.’’). Also included in 
this section was a “1798 over 7’’ eagle.

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Three Memorable Baltimore Collections 


The Garrett Collection, formed primarily between 1865 and 1940 by T. Harrison Garrett and his son, John Work 
Garrett, was donated to The Johns Hopkins University in 1942, in whose custody it remained until it was sold. The 
Garrett Collection created a tidal wave of interest and excitement in the numismatic community when the United States 
and colonial ponions were sold by Bowers and Ruddy Galleries in 1979-81. Many price records were established, and 
the total hammer price for the four sales amounted to more than $25 million. 

The Eliasberg Collection, formed by Louis E. Eliasberg Sr., was developed primarily between 193 3 and 1950. This 
collection, of which the copper and silver sections are still intact, was heralded as the only complete date and mint col- 
lection of U.S. coins ever developed. It was displayed from April 21 to December 31, 1976, at the United States Mint 
in Philadelphia as a feature of the U.S. bicentennial celebration. The gold portion, sold by Bowers and Ruddy Galleries 
in October 1982, was the only complete date and mint collection of U.S. gold coins ever assembled. Total proceeds 
from the sale amounted to $12,380,000. 

The catalogs of these two sales, especially the hardbound versions, have become important additions to modern nu- 
mismatic libraries. The wealth of information they contain makes these books extremely valuable references and pro- 
vides hours of enjoyment for the numismatic bibliophile. 

A third famous Baltimore collection was that of Waldo C. Newcomer. According to Q. David Bowers, “The New- 
comer Colleaion had just about everything . . . silver dollars of 1804 and 1870-S, an 1894-S dime, an 1876-CC 
twenty-cent piece, an 1827 quarter, an 1838-0 half dollar, trade dollars of 1884 and 1885, the only known 1870-S 
three-dollar gold piece and thousands of other coins.” An interesting sidelight to the Newcomer Colleaion was that it 
was stolen during installation of a burglar alarm system in 1913. The electricians later were arrested for the theft, and 
most of the coins were recovered from safe-deposit boxes in New York City. In 1930 the Newcomer Collection was 
consigned for $250,000 to dealer B. Max Mehl, who sold its contents privately over a period of several years. Some of 
the Newcomer pieces were purchased from Mehl by John Work Garrett in 1931 and thus remained in the City of Bal- 
timore for an additional period of time. 


Lots 1 1 3 through 180 were half eagles from 1795 to 1859. One of the 
highlights of this section was Lot 138, an 1815 half eagle described as 
“Very fine impression. Exceedingly rare, only 5 known altogether,” This 
piece is cited in the Eliasberg Sale as possibly being the Carter specimen 
sold by Stack’s in 1 984. The other great rarity in this section was Lot 145, 
an 1825/4 overdate half eagle described in Walter Breen's Complete En- 
cyclopedia of U.S. and Colonial Coins (#6484) as one of two known. This 
coin appeared in the Eliasberg Sale as Lot 381. 

Lots 181-227 were quarter eagles dated from 1796 to 1859. Lot 182, 
the star of this section, was a 1796 “with stars ’’ described as a proof. Lots 
228-3 3 were $3 gold coins dated 1854 to 1859, all of which were cata- 
loged as uncirculated or proof specimens. Lot 2 34 was listed as an 1849 
$ 3 gold coin in uncirculated condition and very scarce. As $ 3 pieces were 
not authorized until 1853 or minted until 1854, this entry must have been 
a typographical error. Lots 2 35-62 were gold dollars dating from 1850 
through 1875, all in uncirculated or proof condition. 

Lots 268 through 3 77 were French coins of Louis VI through Napoleon 
III. Again, their overall condition was superb, with most coins being 
described as either Uncirculated or Proof specimens. 

Lot 378 began what can be described only as a pattern collector’s dream

come true. Rather than detail what was described in the catalog as the 
“largest collection of pattern pieces ever offered at auction,’’ a few ex- 
amples will suffice. Lot 379 was a silver 1792 disme with the date re- 
moved, known to be unique, according to the Norweb reference. Lots 
41 3-20 comprised a set of 1838 pattern half dollars, all in proof condition. 
Lot 486 was described as an “1858 set of pattern cents. 12 varieties. 
Proofs.’’ The first night of the sale concluded with an 1858 “small eagle’’ 
pattern cent. 

The second night of the sale started with a group of miscellaneous silver 
and copper coins. Lots 493 through 516. Lot 517 was the first specimen 
from Cohen’s collection of silver dollars. A 1794 dollar was described as 
“a remarkably fine impression of this rare date.’’ Silver dollars continued 
through Lot 577, with most being either uncirculated or proof pieces. One 
notable exception was Lot 5 3 5, an 1 804 silver dollar that was “guaranteed 
to be original.’’ This coin was sold to Henry S. Adams of Boston for $ 325. 
(For more information about this piece, I suggest consulting The Fantastic 
1804 Dollar by Eric P. Newman and Kenneth E. Bressett.) The Cohen 
specimen exhibits the most wear of any Class I 1804 dollar and was, ac- 
cording to records, “received in 1 865 over the counter by Edward Cohen, 
who was keeping an Exchange office in Richmond.’’ 

Lots 578-670 consisted of Cohen’s collection of half dollars dating from 
1794 to 1875. Again, the quality of the coins was excellent, with most 
lots being either uncirculated or proof Next came quarter dollars. Lots 
671-73 1 represented dates from 1796 (“one of the finest impressions ever 
offered at auction’’) to 1875 (in Uncirculated condition). Lots 732 through 
805 were 1796-1875 dimes. They were followed by half dimes from 1794 
through 1869, featured in Lots 806-59. Lot 860 was a “perfect set of three 
cent pieces, from 1851, two varieties, to 1873. A very beautiful set, and 
very desirable.’’ Lots 861, 862 and 863 were trimes dated 1854, 1855 and 
1856, each in proof condition. 

Lots 864-82 were U.S. proof sets from 1857-75, each containing from 
six to eleven pieces, as issued. The latter was an 1873 and included ex- 
amples of the Liberty Seated and Trade dollars. (A half page of the catalog 
was devoted to brief descriptions of these proof sets. If offered in a sale 
today, these items would be considered highly important and would surely 
be individually illustrated.) 

Cohen’s collection of American medals was cataloged as Lots 883- 
986. The quality and content of the medals section were superb. Fourteen

Constantine IX was crowned emperor of Byzantium on June 12, 1042 following his marriage to the elderly empress Zoe. The empress and her sister Theodora, daughters of Constantine VIII, 
had been jointly ruling the empire since the deposition of Michael VI about seven weeks earlier. This was Zoe's third imperial marriage and she had developed a great passion for gold and 
the pleasurable life possible for an empress. It is mentioned in the Chronographia of Michael Psellus that she had special bronze coffers built to hold gold coins to amuse her sister and herself. 
They presented coins as gifts to anyone who pleased them. These coins were most likely similar to the nomisma offered here. 

An extraordinary love affair developed between Constantine and Selerina, a niece of the emperor’s previous wife. Originally a covert affair, it quickly became public knowledge and the empress 
consented to accept the mistress. In fact, an official treaty of friendship was ratified at an imperial pavillion built for the occasion. Zoe, Constantine, and Selerina presided over the senate who 
witnessed the accord. Selerina was given the title of Sehaste (Pious one) and permitted to attend all offical functions at the side of the emperor and empress. 

The most important world event of this reign was the great schism of 1054 between the Eastern Church and the Church of Rome. After prolongedc disputes over political and theological 
matters, Leo IX sent legates to Constantinople to deliver a papal bull excommunicating the Patriarch, Michael Cerularis, on July 16, 1054. Cerularis reacted in kind by convening a Synod 
and excommunicating the papal legates. This rift between the two Churches would never be healed and would have profound long term effects on East-West relations.

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Kingdoms Come, 
Kingdoms Go 

Coins and paper money bearing portraits of 
ex-monarchs of Eastern Europe bear witness to 
their turbulent reigns and controversial lifestyles. 


A n interesting article appeared in the New York 
Times in April 1 990 about ex-King Michael II of Romania. 
It was inevitable that amid so much political activity in the 
Eastern Bloc at least one exiled monarch would pop up in 
the news. 

Hungary, Poland and Czechoslovakia existed as republics between the 
First and Second World Wars, but Romania, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and 
Albania entered World War II as kingdoms, emerging seriously weakened 
and easy prey for Communist takeovers before the end of the 1940s. 

Romania 

After years of relative silence. King Michael of Romania seems to be 
attempting a third return to the throne. Born in 1921, he first came to 
the throne at the age of 6 after the death of his grandfather King Ferdi- 
nand. Michael’s father, Carol II, had been forced to renounce his place in 
the order of succession in 1925 because of his scandalous liaison with 
Elena Wolf, better known as Magda Lupescu. 

In 1930 four coins were issued in nickel-brass— 5 and 20 lei bearing a 
portrait of Michael and 10 and 20 lei carrying a likeness of Carol, who 
was invited by the prime minister that year to assume the throne on the 
condition that he drop his mistress. Carol returned to Bucharest, followed 
shortly by Lupescu. The prime minister resigned in disgrace, and the play- 
boy king, Carol, reigned as a total autocrat for the next 10 years. 

As a result of heavy territorial concessions made to the Nazis, Carol was 
forced to abdicate in 1940 and leave the country with his mistress, his 
coin and stamp collections, and sundry other assets. 

Once again Michael assumed the throne, with the real power passing 
to General Ion Antonescu and his Fascist Iron Guard. Over the next 
seven years, Michael’s portrait appeared on 1 3 coins:

During Michael’s second reign, the National Bank of Romania issued a 
considerable quantity of notes in denominations of 100, 500, 1,000, 
2,000, 5,000, 10,000, 100,000, 1,000,000 and 5,000,000 lei, but just 
two small notes carried the king’s portrait— 20 and 100 lei issued by the 
Ministry of Finance in 1945. 

In 1944 Michael supported a coup that resulted in the arrest of An- 
tonescu and brought the country over to the side of the Allies. Despite 
praise from the Soviet Union, Michael and his democratic government lost 
suppon to the Communist forces in Romania. 

While attending the marriage of his cousin Princess Elizabeth of England 
in 1947, Michael met his future wife. Princess Anne Bourbon-Parma. On; 
his return to Romania, he was requested by the Communist-controlled 
government to abdicate. After a two-and-a-half-year struggle to keep his 
throne, Michael abdicated on December 30, 1947, and married Princess 
Anne shortly thereafter. 

Carol married Lupescu in 1949, at which time she professed to have a 
fatal illness. Carol died four years later in Portugal, while Lupescu recov- 
ered sufficiently to outlive her husband by 25 years. 

Michael, who had blocked a Soviet-inspired plot to return Carol to the 
throne in 1 945, never was able to recover the valuables that his father had 
carried off into exile. Over the years, the ex-king has made a modest living 
as a sales representative, settling down with his wife in a middle-class, 
rented home outside Geneva, Switzerland. 

Unfortunately, Michael never lived up to the expectations of his sup- 
porters, becoming increasingly isolated from his political role as king in 
exile. It will be interesting to see if he can recover his lost ground. 

Yugoslavia 

King Peter II of Yugoslavia came to the throne at the age of 1 1 upon 
the assassination of his father. King Alexander, in Marseilles. Peter was a 
first cousin to King Michael of Romania through his mother. Queen 
Marie, who was the sister of King Carol II. 

Peter had little opponunity to rule his country. Most of his reign was 
spent under the regency of his uncle Prince Paul. In 1941 , the year Peter

reached majority, he supported a coup— after the fact— that had been 
announced in his name over the radio by an imposter, a young mili- 
tary officer. 

Paul was removed from his position, and his policy of appeasing Adolf 
Hitler was discontinued, prompting an invasion of the country. After a 
short resistance, Peter was forced to flee Yugoslavia for England to escape 
the German occupation. 

Peter’s portrait appeared on only three coins: 

1938 10 dinara nickel 

20 dinara .750 fine silver, 9 gr 

50 dinara .750 fine silver, 15 gr 

Although 10 notes from the National Bank of the Kingdom of 
Yugoslavia were authorized with Peter’s ponrait, only three actually were 
placed into circulation— 500 dinara in 1935, 20 dinara in 1936 and 10 
dinara in 1939. The 10,000 dinara of 1936 was not issued. 

Peter never returned to Yugoslavia. On the advice of Winston Churchill 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt, he formed a government in exile. The 1943 
notes printed in England for Peter’s kingdom in exile— 5, 10, 25, 100, 500 
and 1,000 dinara— exist as specimens only. His absence from his native 
land allowed the ascendancy of the Communist Party under Josip Broz, 
better known as Marshal Tito. In 1945 the country was proclaimed the 
Socialist Federal Republic of Yugoslavia and the monarchy was offi- 
cially abolished. 

Peter married Princess Alexandra of Greece in 1944, but theirs was a 
troubled union that saw several separations. Lacking independent financial 
means, Peter engaged in a variety of unsuccessful ventures and eventually 
worked as an international consultant. Heavy drinking led to chronic cir- 
rhosis, and he eventually underwent a liver transplant. He died at the age 
of 47, almost destitute, in a Los Angeles hospital on November 4, 1970, 
of transplant-related cardiorespiratory complications. 

Peter’s son and heir. Prince Alexander, a naturalized British citizen, at- 
tended school with Britain’s Prince Charles and spent seven years as an of- 
ficer in the British Army. Married to Princess Dona Maria da Gloria 
Orleans-Bragan^a, an interior decorator, he has worked as a mid-level cor- 
porate executive in the insurance industry. After the death of his father, 
Alexander turned down the opportunity to be crowned king in exile, 
although he has not renounced his right to the throne.

religious backgrounds that have threatened to tear it apart since Tito’s 
death. If Yugoslavia ceases to exist as a political entity, Alexander may find 
himself heir only to the throne of Serbia, his ancestral kingdom. 

Bulgaria 

No COINS WERE Struck for the 6-year-old Czar of Bulgaria, Simeon II, 
who came to the throne in 1943 upon the death of his father. Czar Boris 
III. However, Simeon is portrayed on five bank notes, of which three were 
released into circulation— 200, 250 and 500 leva— and two were not 
issued— 1,000 and 5,000 leva. 

Bulgaria, which sided with Germany during Boris’ reign, was invaded 
by the Soviet Union in 1944. The regency was terminated the following 
year with the execution of 226 members of the government, including the 
regency council itself— the uncle of the czar (Prince Kyril), Premier Filov 
and War Minister General Mihov. 

As a result of a rigged referendum in September 1946, the monarchy 
was voted out and Simeon, at the ripe old age of 9, was sent into retire- 
ment and exile with Queen Mother Giovanna. Arriving in Egypt almost 
penniless, the Bulgarian royal family did not see improvement in their 
financial status until the death of Giovanna’s father, King-in-Exile Victor 
Emmanuel III of Italy, in 1947 and the settlement of his $ 1 5 million estate. 

With the exception of Albanian royalty, Simeon is related to just about 
every royal family in Europe. The initially poor ex-czar has grown up to 
be something of a jet-setter, marrying a wealthy Spanish commoner, 
Margarita Gomez-Acebo y Cejuela. The winning combination of money 
and his own business acumen has proven successful. He has been a con- 
sultant and a board member of several corporations. 

Albania 

Born in i 89 5, Amet Bey Zogu was one of Albania’s major landowners 
when he was elected to the presidency in January 1925. By December 
1928, he had consolidated enough power to declare himself King Zog I. 

Zogu’s portrait appeared on only one bank note, a 100 franka ari. This 
note, issued in 1926 during his term as president, was, ironically, a product 
of the Italian-financed National Bank of Albania. (An overprinted variety 
of this note was issued in 1939 after the Italian invasion.) However, during 
his 14 years as leader, quite a few coins and provas (specimens) were 
issued with his image. The following coins bearing his portrait were struck 
for circulation:

year, Queen Geraldine, and their 3-day-old son, fled through Greece to 
Britain, where they spent the duration. The family eventually ended up 
in Egypt, where the ex-king entered the business of manufacturing and sell- 
ing small arms. In a dispute with the regime of Abdul Gamal Nasser, Zog 
and his family moved to Cannes, France, abandoning the enterprise. 

Zog died in 1961, and his 22-year-old son was proclaimed King Leka I 
in Paris that same year. Since that time, Leka, a huge man at 6 feet, 
9 inches, married an Australian divorcee, Susan Cullen-Ward, and con- 
tinued in his father’s footsteps as an international arms merchant. 

Leka has taken a more aggressive approach than the other monarchs-in- 
exile by establishing his own private army of liberation. He was expelled 
from Spain in 1979 as a result of an arsenal found during a raid on his 
home in Madrid. 

It is not inconceivable that one or more Communist Bloc countries 
would welcome back a monarchy in a constitutional role. After all, Spain 
seemed destined to remain a Fascist state until 1966, when Francisco Fran- 
co designated Prince Juan Carlos de Bourbon as his heir. When Franco 
died in November 1975, King Juan Carlos assumed the throne that was 
denied his family since 1931. Perhaps the Balkans, like Spain, will once 
again find portraits of royalty gracing the circulating medium. •

Admiral Dewey 
Advertising Cards 

In a supplement to his popular series, the author 
describes a new variety of store card that was 
distributed to fans of Admiral George Dewey. 


O N May 1 , 1 8 98, Commodore George Dewey sailed into 
the mine-swept harbor of Manila Bay in the Philippines 
and destroyed the Spanish fleet stationed there. The 
American victory of that day brought every conceivable 
honor to the participants, and Dewey himself became the 
idol of his fellow countrymen. Among the items of numismatic interest 
issued bearing Admiral Dewey’s likeness or name is a series of merchants’ 
advertising cards. A preliminary listing of these advertising tokens or cards 
was published in the March 1939 issue of The Numismatist. Some 3 3 years 
later, in the August and September 1972 issues of the same periodical, an 
updated listing was offered. In June 1977 The Numismatist printed an ad- 
dendum to the 1972 list. 

A second addendum was published in the March and April 1986 issues. 
Included in this listing as #8B9 was a badge-like specimen of the Ferra- 
cute Machine Company of Bridgeton, New Jersey. At the time of publica- 
tion, this was the only “Dewey” advenising “token” known to have been 
issued by that corporation. 

Recently, however, an interesting variety of that Ferracute/ Dewey item 
has surfaced. It is essentially like #8B9 in size, composition and style. It 
differs only in the picture on the circular paper insert attached to the ob- 
verse. The original piece shows a sepia portrait of Admiral Dewey in uni- 
form, whereas the new one reveals a parade headed southward down 
Broad Street in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, below City Hall. 

When first studied, it appeared that the parade shown on the new badge 
was associated with the National Peace Jubilee held in that city on Friday, 
October 28, 1898. The so-called “Civic Parade” on that day included 
many fraternal organizations and other groups, but the street decorations, 
shown in the photograph of the new specimen, do not match those of the 
1898 Peace Jubilee parade. There is, for example, no magnificent arch 
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But, of even greater significance is the date of 1899 im- 
pressed on the reverse of the new specimen, suggesting an 
affair sometime during that year.

across Broad Street in front of the Union League 
Club as was present at the 1898 event. Then, too, 
the decorative columns on either side of the street 
are not the same in appearance as those seen at the 
Peace Jubilee parade. But, of even greater signifi- 
cance is the date of 1899 impressed on the reverse 
of the new specimen, suggesting an affair sometime 
during that year. 

The major event in Philadelphia in the year 1899 
was the National Export Exposition. That affair 
was held on 62 acres of ground on the westerly side 
of the Schuylkill River, of which 56 acres had 
previously been deeded to Commercial Museum 
use. The main entrance was at the nonh end of the 
property on South Street. The place was easily ac- 
cessible in 1899 by streetcar and railway. It was a 
little more than two miles from City Hall via South 
and Broad Streets. 

Formally opened on September 14, the exhibi- 
tion ran continuously until December 2. Its objec- 
tives were to promote, by practical and systematic 
efforts and by original and effective methods, the 
foreign trade of the United States of America. 

Ferracute Machine Company played an impor- 
tant role in that exposition. In their 1985 book, 

Ferracute: The History of an American Enterprise, authors Arthur J. Cox and 
Thomas Malim report on the Ferracute exhibits: 


A larger, but still specialized show, was the National Expon Exposition (com- 
pared with the Philadelphia Bourse Exhibit in 1897) held in Philadelphia 
from the middle of September until early December 1899. Ferracute invited 
its visitors to stop at its booth in the Main Building, “where we have under 
our revolving signs 10 presses making sheet metal work.’’ 


From such evidence, it is now clear that the Ferracute/ Admiral Dewey 
advertising pieces were a part of that company’s advertising during the ex- 
position. The parade photograph on the new item, however, is not a part 
of that affair. Instead, it is that of one held in conjunction with the 3 3 rd 
National Encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic (G.A.R.) on 
Tuesday, September 5, 1899, just before the opening day of the exposi-

sentation of the G.A.R. badge in the center.

tion. That difference in time provided the means of photographing the 
parade and having pictures ready for the Ferracute display at the exposi- 
tion. The convincing evidence for that determination is that participants 
in the photograph are in G.A.R. uniforms. Even more important is the ap- 
pearance of a grandiose replica of a G.A.R. badge adorning the second 
story south facade of City Hall in the background. 

The route of the veterans’ parade on that day was a solid blaze of color 
and light. On each side of Broad Street from Walnut to Cherry, with City 
Hall in the center, there were lighted decorative columns connected with 
festoons of bunting and laurel. The north and south fronts of City Hall 
were illuminated with massive electric light pieces with a huge representa- 
tion of the G.A.R. badge in the center. (A detailed story of this event was 
published in the September 4, 1899, edition of the New York Times) 

As a result of this discovery of the new variety of Ferracute advenising 
item, collectors of the Admiral Dewey store card series should note that 
the original item, listed as #8B9, must now be designated #8B9a. The new 
piece will, accordingly, be identified as #8B9b. 

The description below follows the same pattern used in the 1977 catalog 
of Dewey advertising pieces. Borders are designated by number according 
to the old Lyman H. Low system. Edges are assigned number “1” if plain, 
“2” if milled. Rarity rating follows a scale from 1 to 10, with ‘T” indicat- 
ing unlimited quantities and “10” meaning “unique.”

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Completing a Lincoln Cent Collection 


A ssembling a set of Lincoln 
cents from 1909 through 
1991 can be quite a chal- 
lenge, despite the modest cost of most 
issues. Exclusive of varieties and proof- 
only strikes, a date and mint set alone 
consists of 2 1 3 coins. 

While many dates can still be ob- 
tained from circulation, these generally 
include only coins of the Lincoln 
Memorial reverse type, from 1959 to 
date. Even these can be elusive, as 
students at an elementary school in my 
area recently discovered. The local coin 
club sponsored a contest in which 4th- 
grade students were challenged to fill 
a coin folder for Lincoln Memorial 
cents. The club provided each child 
with a folder, and the club’s president 


explained how to identify cents by 
their date and mint. After a few 
months of searching, the winner was

a girl who located all but four of the 
required coins. For her diligence, she 
was rewarded with a proof set of her 
birth year, also provided by the club. 
I suspea, however, that the real reward 


was shared by all of the students, as 
they were introduced to the compel- 
ling hobby of coin collecting. We can 
only hope that a few of them stay with 
it and continue their interest. 

As someone who has never given 
up the habit of looking through my 
change for items of interest, I can con- 
firm the difficulty of completing a 
set of Lincoln Memorial cents from 
circulation. Here on the West Coast, 
dates such as the 1 959-P are nearly un- 
known. Just recently, I found only the 
second example I have encountered 
of that date and mint in more than 
25 years of searching! On the other 
hand, collectors in the eastern United 
States would likely be envious of the 
1968 through 1974 S-Mint cents,

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which still routinely turn up in change 
further west. 

When searching through rolls of 
cents from the bank no longer ad- 
vances your collection, it is time to 
think about acquiring the missing dates 
through other means. Joining a coin 
club is one way of gaining access to 
reasonably priced Lincoln cents. Many 
club members, particularly old-timers, 
have accumulated hoards of the 
Wheat-type Lincolns, and these are 
frequently disbursed through club auc- 
tions. To ensure that these coins sell, 
reserves placed on them usually are set 
below their current retail value. Some 
real bargains can be had in this way. 
Another advantage of belonging to a 
coin club is that better-date or higher- 
grade Lincolns may turn up among the 
raffle prizes. 

Having exhausted all of these op- 


tions, you may eventually find it nec- 
essary to simply purchase the remain- 
ing dates from a coin dealer. Although 
most coin shops these days cater more 
to purchasers of bullion and jewelry 
items, you may still find some that 
maintain a selection of popular col- 
lectable coins. Lincoln cents are con- 
sistently good sellers, and dealers who 
have an ongoing collector trade will at- 
tempt to keep most dates in stock. 

Another source of Lincolns that 
presents a more competitive atmos- 
phere is local or regional coin shows. 
Depending upon how close you are to 
a metropolitan area, these can occur 
weekly or just a few times per year. 
At these gatherings you will find a wide 
selection of dates and grades, and you 
can shop around for the best deal. 
These advantages frequently offset the 
expense of traveling to a show.

Compiling a Lincoln cent collection can 
be challenging.

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With all of the opportunities to ac- 
quire cents for your collection, it is im- 
portant to plan your purchases and 
outline specific goals. One determina- 
tion that must be made is which pieces 
to include in your set. Are you seek- 
ing just one example of each date and 
mint combination, or do you intend 
to include varieties such as the 1955 
doubled-die obverse? If varieties are to 
be included, how many will you have? 
Do you acquire all of the known 
doubled-die varieties, even the very 
subde? If you intend to house your col- 
lection in a commercially produced 
album or holder with pre-labeled holes, 
some of these questions may be an- 
swered for you. Should you choose 
to store your coins in individual 
holders or envelopes, the choice is en- 
tirely yours. 

Another matter is the question of 


grade. Are you planning to collea Lin- 
coln cents in Very Good (VG) condi- 
tion or Very Fine (VF)? Will the pieces 
dated 1934 and later all be Brilliant 
Uncirculated (BU), as is common in 
many such collections? Are you com- 
pleting an existing partial set drawn 
from circulation or commencing a new 
set? You must answer all of these ques- 
tions before starting your quest. 

The importance of matching a set in 
appearance and general condition can- 
not be overstated. There is nothing less 
attractive than viewing a collection in 
which an Extremely Fine (EF) 1910 
Philadelphia cent is placed next to a 
1910 San Francisco cent that can only 
be described as a “hole filler.” Avoid 
such inconsistency whenever possible. 

You may be thinking that it is not 
very praaical to tell colleaors to match 
grades when they can afford the early 


dates only in well-circulated condition, 
but can easily acquire the later pieces 
in Brilliant Uncirculated. While I don’t 
want to discourage anyone from ac- 
quiring the best condition that he or 
she can afford, there is a way to reach 
a compromise that satisfies both ex- 
tremes of the Lincoln cent series. 

For example, a colleaion that begins 
at 1909 in a circulated grade such as 
Very Fine can be gradually increased 
in grade at selected intervals so as not 
to display any abrupt changes. The 
dates through 1915 contain many of 
the semi-key coins, which are expen- 
sive in grades higher than Very Fine. 
Beginning with 1916, the cost of most 
dates drops as mintages increase. You 
can seek these dates in Extremely Fine 
condition without straining your 
hobby budget. This price plateau ends 
after 1928, and the cents dated 1929

Although the cents of 
193 1-3 3 again cost more than the im- 
mediately preceding issues, it is worth- 
while to place more money into them 
in the interest of maintaining a consis- 
tent appearance. 

Having reached the inexpensive 
dates of 1934 and later, your set can 
now be completed in one of several 
ways. You can continue to pursue 
Lincoln cents in red and brown AU 
condition, you can upgrade to red 
and brown Uncirculated condition, or 
you might wish to advance to the 
ultimate condition of fully red Bril- 
liant Uncirculated. 

As I mentioned in a previous col- 


umn, another cutoff date for upgrading 
your collection is 1941. Most of the 
commercially produced albums for the 
Lincoln cent series end the first volume 
at 1940. A number of collectors, my- 
self included, prefer to limit all entries 
in this book to brown or red-and- 
brown specimens, restricting the flashy 
BU coins to pieces dated 1941 and 
later. As such coins are subject to read- 
ily losing their brilliance when housed 
in paper-based albums, I recommend 
saving them in individual holders made 
of inert plastic (for more information 
on proper coin storage, see “Back to 
Basics” in the July, August and Sep- 
tember 1988 issues). 

I’ll conclude my look 
at the Lincoln cent series with a review 
of specific dates, news of a club for Lin- 
coln cent collectors, and some sugges- 
tions for further reading. •

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The Story of Two Commemoratives 


I HAVE BEEN interested in com- 
memorative coins ever since I was 
in elementary school and received 
as a gift from my grandfather an 1893 
Columbian half dollar. Later, when 
I became seriously interested in nu- 
mismatics and decided to be a deal- 
er, I studied commemorative coins 
in earnest. 

In the many years since then, I have 
talked to people about commemora- 
tives and have kept notes. All of this 
came to fruition earlier this year when 
I completed the manuscript for a new 
book, Commemorative Coins of the 
United States: A Complete Encyclopedia. 

Among the nearly 100 different 
commemorative coin types issued in 
the United States since the 19th cen- 
tury are the 1935 Old Spanish Trail 
and 1936 Elgin Centennial half 
dollars— two issues with a common 
link to a past president of the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Association, L.W. 
Hoffecker. The more I learned about 
these two issues, the more fascinating 
they became. Aided by the acquisi- 
tion of the personal correspondence 
files of L.W. Hoffecker and sculptor 
Trygve A. Rovelstad and help from 
other sources, I pieced together the 
story that follows. 

First, the Background 

By Summer 1935, commemoratives 
were a popular collecting discipline 
with numismatists and the general 
public, and an estimated 5,000 to 
7,000 people aspired to acquire issues 
from the past as well as new varieties 
as they were produced. Of this group 
of individuals, perhaps as many as 500 
to 1,000 belonged to the American 
Numismatic Association. 

Whereas the production of gold 


commemoratives had ceased with the 
unsuccessful 1926 Sesquicentennial of 
American Independence $2.50 gold 



issue (of which only a tiny fraction of 
the pieces minted were sold), com- 
memorative half dollars continued with 
such issues as the 1927 Vermont Ses- 
quicentennial, 1928 Hawaiian, and the 
1928 Oregon Trail (which, as it turned 
out, was not released until 193 3). 

In 1929 various legislative proposals 
provided for the issuance of commem- 
orative coins to celebrate the 125th an- 
niversary of the Lewis and Clark ex- 
pedition, the 300th anniversary of the 
founding of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, and the 250th anniversary of 
the founding of Trenton, New Jersey- 
all of which efforts were unsuccessful. 
In 1930 a $1.50 gold coin was sug- 
gested to observe the discovery of 
anesthesia, whereas another proposal 
suggested that $ 3 gold pieces be made 
for the bicentennial of George Wash- 
ington’s birth. 

During the late 1920s, much effort 
was expended by El Paso (Texas) coin 
dealer L.W. Hoffecker and others to 
have authorized a half dollar observ- 
ing the 1 00th anniversary of the Gads- 
den Purchase. In April 1 930 an appro- 
priate bill was passed by Congress, but 
vetoed by President Herbert Hoover, 
who during his administration was not 
inclined toward new commemorative 
issues of any kind. (Hoover’s negative 
attitude was said to have been based 


on the Mint’s wasteful practice of pro- 
ducing large numbers of commemo- 
ratives and later melting them, which 
had occurred following the striking of 
coins for the 1926 Sesquicentennial of 
American Independence and the 
problems surrounding the Oregon 
Trail issues.) 

President Herbert Hoover gave the 
following message in connection with 
his rejection of the proposal for the 
Gadsden Purchase issue, sounding the 
death knell for commemorative coins 
during his administration: 

To the House of Representatives: 
Herewith is returned, without ap- 
proval, H.R. 2029. . . . This bill pro- 
vides that in commemoration of the 
75th anniversary of the acquisition by 
the United States of the territory 
known as the Gadsden Purchase, 
there shall be coined in the mints of 
the United States 50-cent pieces to the 
number of 10,000 . . . 

The matter is not perhaps one of 
large imponance in itself, were it not 
for the fact of the great number of 
other similar proposals by the aggre- 
gate of which the principles of sound 
coinage are being jeopardized. More- 
over, the multiplicity of these de- 
mands have largely destroyed their 
interest and value for the purposes in- 
tended. During the past 10 years, 1 5 
such special coins have been issued, 
an average of one each eight months, 
an aggregate of over 1 3 ,000,000 such 
coins having been authorized. There 
are now pending before Congress 
five other bills for such coinage, and 
before the Treasury Department sev- 
eral other requests for support to pro- 
posals of the same charaaer. . . . 

The growing practice of issuing 
commemorative coins, incidentally to 
be sold at a profit and provide funds 
for projeas or celebrations, appears to 
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L.W. Hoffecker, originator of the Old 
Spanish Trail commemorative half dol- 
lar, served as president of the American 
Numismatic Association from 1939-41 
and kept his fences mended by investi- 
gating later abuses of commemorative 
coinage programs on behalf of the ANA. 


me to run counter to this principle 
and by their multiplicity to have be- 
come a misuse of our coinage system. 
These coins do not serve as a circu- 
lating medium, which is the real func- 
tion of coins. They introduce an 
element of confusion and lack of uni- 
formity. The danger of counterfeit 
coins being successfully passed is un- 
questionably increased by a multi- 
plicity of designs, with which the 
public can not become thoroughly 
familiar. Funhermore, the very pre- 
miums at which these coins are sold 
stimulate counterfeiting of them. 

There are a great many historical 
events which [are] not only highly 
proper but desirable to commemorate 
in a suitable way, but the longer use 
of our coins for this purpose is un- 
suitable and unwise. This would seem 
to be clear from the very number of 
events to be commemorated, and past 
experience indicates how difficult it is 
to draw the line and how such a prac- 


tice, once it is recognized, tends con- 
stantly to grow. If this bill is to be- 
come law, it is not apparent on what 
grounds similar measures, no matter 
how numerous, may be rejected. Yet 
their enaament in such numbers must 
bring further confusion to our mon- 
etary system. The government would 
be glad to assist such celebrations in 
the creation of appropriate medals 
which do not have coinage funaions. 

Herbert Hoover 

The White House, April 20, 1930 

The entire list of commemoratives 
that “might have been” is a long one, 
and perhaps collectors can be grateful 
today that they do not have to pay out 
money to complete their colleaions by 
adding even more pieces commemorat- 
ing, for the most part, anniversaries and 
observances of relatively obscure or 
forgotten situations. 

Following the election of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt in 1932 and his in- 
auguration in 193 3, the floodgates 
opened. Roosevelt himself was a col- 
lector, and although his specialty was 
stamps, he was fully aware of the coin 
hobby as well. The sequence of Ore- 
gon Trail half dollars, last coined in 
1928 and not produced during the 
Hoover Administration, was resumed 
in 193 3, and in 1934-35 other com- 
memoratives series were launched. 
Included among these were the 1934 
Maryland Tercentenary, another Ore- 
gon Trail (1934-D), and the first coins 
in the Boone Bicentennial and Texas 
Centennial series of half dollars that 
would extend through 1938. 

The year 1935 brought with it 
several issues, including the Connect- 
icut Tercentenary, Arkansas Centen- 
nial (first of a series that would extend 
through 1939), California-Pacific (San 
Diego) Exposition, Hudson Sesquicen- 
tennial and Old Spanish Trail issues. 
The Hudson coins, of which just 
10,008 were minted (10,000 for 


distribution and 8 for review by the 
Assay Commission), created quite a 
fuss when the entire issue was “sold 
out” within five days of its release on 
June 28, 1935. 

A Cozy Arrangement 

The 1935 Old Spanish Trail half dollar 
represents another of many instances 
of an issue being designed primarily 
for the exploitation of coin collectors. 
L.W. Hoffecker, who served as pres- 
ident of the American Numismatic 
Association from 1939-41 and kept 
his fences mended by investigating 
later abuses of commemorative half 
dollars on behalf of the ANA, was 
the originator of the Old Spanish 
Trail promotion. 

Throughout the 1930s, Hoffecker 
was extremely successful in diverting 
attention away from himself, so that 
criticisms of the Hudson half dollar, 
the Boone pieces and others did not fall 
on his shoulders as well. There is no 
particular reason why he or anyone 
else should have sold commemoratives 
for purely altruistic reasons. While 
Wayte Raymond, Stack’s, B. Max 
Mehl and others acted as distributors in 
the 1 9 30s and thus were not the focal 
point of many complaints, Hoffecker 
dreamed up the scheme, much as C. 
Frank Dunn did for the Boones. That 
he was not chastised by the numis- 
matic community is a testimonial to 
his adroit sense of politicking and 
public relations. In his book United 
States Commemorative Coins, Arlie 
Slabaugh viewed the Old Spanish Trail 
half dollar situation quite charitably: 
“This is one commemorative half 
dollar that was ‘made’ by a collector 
for collectors. Not only was Mr. Hof- 
fecker the designer, a collector . . . , 
he also was chairman of the El Faso 
Museum Coin Committee which dis- 
tributed the coins, the proceeds from 
which went to further the work of the 
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Museum. Although he was closely 
connected with the issue from start to 
finish, there were no wild cries of 
favoritism from collectors about the 
handling of the coin; in fact, Mr. Hof- 
fecker was highly commended for 
his efforts toward a wide and equi- 
table distribution.” 

In 1929 Hoffecker had set himself 
up as chairman of the Gadsden Pur- 
chase Commission in El Paso, essen- 
tially a one-man organization, and had 
sought a commemorative half dollar 
issue of 10,000 coins to be sold for 
$ 1 .50 each. Despite approval of the bill 
in Congress, President Hoover vetoed 
the proposal (as earlier noted). Un- 
daunted, Hoffecker tried again with 
the Old Spanish Trail half in 1935. 

L.W. Hoffecker 

Born in Wyoming County, Pennsyl- 


vania, on September 27, 1868, Lyman 
William Hoffecker’s interest in coins 
began in later years when he was 
employed by the Dalton (Pennsyl- 
vania) Post Office and traded coins 
with local citizens. In January 1900 
he moved with his wife and daughter 
to El Paso, Texas, where he built a 
new home. Soon he was active in 
the construaion trade in various capac- 
ities, among them as owner of the 
appropriately named LWH Door & 
Sash Company. 

Retiring from that business, he be- 
came a rare coin dealer. During the 
late 1920s he did business primarily 
by mail and specialized in coins of 
Mexico and the Orient in addition 
to those of the United States. From the 
1930s to the early 1950s, he used 
the name Watkins Coin Company 
in connection with his numismatic 


trade. (At the same time, he oper- 
ated a mortgage loan and bank- 
ing business.) 

Hoffecker continued as a rare coin 
dealer until ill health forced his retire- 
ment circa 1953. Portions of his nu- 
mismatic holdings were auctioned by 
B. Max Mehl in November 1954 and 
by Superior Galleries in February 
1987. ‘‘His collection included media 
of exchange used in all parts of the 
world from the 4th century B.C. to 
modern times,” his obituary in The 
Numismatist {Tchru^ry 1955, p. 142) 
noted. He died at the age of 86 on 
January 14, 1955, at his home at 1514 
Montana Street in El Paso. Hoffecker 
joined the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation in 1924, served on the Board 
of Governors from 1936-39, and was 
eleaed president in the latter year, serv- 
ing until 1941. 
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Birth of the Old Spanish Trail Coins 

The El Paso Museum Coin Commit- 
tee, the operating entity used by Hof- 
fecker, chose 1935 to represent the 
400th anniversary of a trail used by 
early explorer Alvar Nunez Cabeza de 
Vaca (“Cabeza de Vaca’’ meaning in 
Spanish, “head of a cow”). There was 
no particular reason to celebrate the 
anniversary of the year 1535, as the 
explorer’s stay in what later became 
the United States extended from 1528 
to 1536. 

Legislation approved on June 5, 
1935, provided that no more than 
10,000 silver half dollars be coined in 
connection with the anniversary and 
that same be delivered to the chairman 
of the El Paso Museum Coin Commit- 
tee. How neat this arrangement was: 
a coin dealer designs a commemora- 
tive, makes plans to market it, and has 


Congress mandate that the entire pro- 
duction be delivered to him to be sold 
for whatever price he sees fit! 

The following historical information 
pertaining to the coin was supplied by 
L.W. Hoffecker to Congress and was 
utilized in a leaflet in connection with 
the coinage act: 

The expedition of Panfilo de Narvaez 
to the North American continent has 
been the source of considerable his- 
torical speculation. He sailed from 
Spain in June 1527 with five ships and 
700 men. The winter of 1527-28 was 
spent in West Indian waters, where 
storm and disease reduced the expedi- 
tion to 400 men and 80 horses. In the 
spring of 1 528 de Narvaez divided his 
forces. The greater portion of the ex- 
pedition disembarked and under his 
leadership proceeded to explore the 
interior of the country. De Narvaez 


experienced many hardships on this 
journey. Food was scarce, the Indians 
unfriendly, the land marshy and heav- 
ily wooded, offering small means of 
sustenance. Horses were killed for 
food and the skins used for fresh water 
bags to make possible a sea voyage. 
The remnant of the expedition put 
out to sea and sailed in rude boats 
along the shores of the present states 
of Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Lou- 
isiana and Texas. Food and water fail- 
ing, the expedition landed to search 
for the means of sustenance. At sea 
many had died from privation, and on 
land others were killed by the Indians. 

According to the best information 
obtainable, all the rude barges were 
lost at sea or wrecked on the coast. 
Only 80 men survived, and these 
came together on an island off the 
coast of Texas in November 1528. 
Death from various causes and slavery 
among the Indians separated and re- 
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duced the number of survivors dur- 
ing the succeeding six years to four 
Spaniards and a Negro. Alvar Nunez 
Cabeza de Vaca, treasurer of the 
de Narvaez expedition, was one of 
these five survivors, and for the most 
part we are indebted to him for the 
recorded story of the expedition and 
the adventures of the few who were 
eventually to reach the Spanish settle- 
ments of New Spain. The authenticity 
of the account of the expedition, the 
hardships endured, and the fact that 
these finally reached the settlements 
in the spring of 1536 have never 
been questioned. 

During the first winter after reach- 
ing the Texas coast, the surviving 
Spaniards were parceled out among 
the Indians as slaves. Cabeza de Vaca 
began early to plan escape but, accord- 
ing to his narrative, delayed six years 
in the hope that he might take with 
him his friend Lx)pe de Oviedo. Late 


in the year 1534 ail details were 
worked out for the escape, and de 
Vaca with two friends and the Negro, 
all being survivors of the original 
de Narvaez expedition, made their 
way, with the help of friendly Indians 
whom they encountered, from an 
island— now generally believed to 
have been Galveston Island— across 
the continent to the settlements of 
New Spain. Some of our most emi- 
nent historians lay the route of Cabeza 
de Vaca through the present city of 
Alpine, Texas, and through the Big 
Bend country of the Rio Grande. 
Cabeza de Vaca was the first Euro- 
pean to traverse this great wilderness, 
and we believe his expedition should 
be fittingly commemorated by the 
issuance of the special coin provided 
by the bill under consideration. 

The Design 

A representation of a steer, facing the 


viewer, was adopted as the obverse 
motif for the coin, a punning refer- 
ence to the name of the explorer. (This 
prompted one observer years later to 
say that instead of depicting Franklin 
Roosevelt on the 1 946 dime, a field of 
roses could have been used instead, 
representing the literal meaning of the 
Roosevelt name.) 

The reverse of the Old Spanish Trail 
half dollar showed a yucca plant in full 
bloom, superimposed on a map show- 
ing the early trail extending from the 
coast of Florida to El Paso, with the 
city name EL PASO at the end of the 
route. Hoffecker himself designed the 
piece, and plaster models were pre- 
pared in mid-July 1935 by Edmund J. 
Senn, an unemployed El Paso sculptor. 

In a letter to sculptor Trygve 
Rovelstad, L.W. Hoffecker told of 
the procedure:

Dubbed by Cornelius Vermeule as **the 
ugliest commemorative coin ever pro- 
duced by a United States mint/* the 
Old Spanish Trail commemorative half 
dollar bears the head of a steer in a 
punning reference to early explorer 
Alvar NuAez Cabeza de Vaca. 


I corresponded with two or three 
[sculptors] in the East and came to the 
conclusion I would not be able to get 
our coin for another six months as I 
could not convince them we knew 
what we wanted even after the Com- 
mission of Fine Arts had approved our 
design and volunteered the informa- 
tion it would make a fine coin. They 
still claimed it would not look well 
in plaster and I must give them a 
free hand to make what changes they 
saw fit. 

This is not my method of doing 
business, so I looked up a local sculp- 
tor [Senn], who is just as crazy as the 
rest of them, and as our time was lim- 
ited it was necessary that he put in 
every minute to get the models ready 
for the next meeting of the Commis- 
sion of Fine Arts, who meet only once 
a month. To keep him at work it was 
necessary for me to go and get him 
and bring him to my garage and stay 


with him all day and take him home 
every night. Even then he made 
changes in the few minutes 1 had to 
be away from him, but I finally got 
the models finished and to New York 
the day before the Commission met. 
Notwithstanding what all the other 
sculptors had said, our models were 
approved by the Commission with a 
suggestion for one or two minor 
changes which they were willing to 
waive in order to expedite the issu- 
ing of the coin. 

In correspondence years later with 
dealer Abner Kreisberg, L.W. Hof- 
fecker told of his involvement with the 
design and authorization of the Old 
Spanish Trail half dollar: 

I was the originator of getting out 
these coins to raise money for the 
museum. I drew the design for the 
coin myself ... I paid for the coins 
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out of my own pocket and received 
them all. The Museum only got two 
coins which I personally presented to 
them. I distributed the entire issue and 
have a letter from the Department of 
the Mint saying there were no com- 
plaints about my manner or handling 
of them . . . 

Cornelius Vermeule in his study of 
Numismatic Art in America put the 

design of this coin in a class by itself: 

The half dollar of 1935 known as the 
Old Spanish Trail can safely be des- 
ignated the ugliest commemorative 
coin ever produced by a United States 
mint. It may be the strongest contest- 
ant for the title of least attractive 
American coin ever manufactured 
under official auspices between 1793 
and the present. (A potential rival 
might be the three-dollar gold piece 
of the middle nineteenth century or 


the silver three-cent piece, but the lat- 
ter has the redeeming feature of del- 
icate workmanship and the former is 
touched by quaintness, like a ship’s 
figurehead or a cigar-store Indian.) 
The designer of the Old Spanish Trail 
half dollar was one L.W. Hoffecker, 
the numismatist who conceived and 
promoted the issue. The workman- 
ship, the composition that is, certainly 
smacks of such amateurishness. 

Production and Distribution 

In September 1935, 10,008 pieces 
were struck, and all but the extra eight 
assay coins were subsequently sent to 
El Paso. Hoffecker offered these at $2 
each, double the price charged for the 
controversial Hudson coins and the 
Arkansas half dollars. While the Arkan- 
sas entrepreneurs were satisfied with 
selling their coins for 1 00 percent more 
than face value, Hoffecker wanted 300 


percent more. However, this high price 
brought forth no complaints of prof- 
iteering, or at least complaints were 
kept out of print. 

It is believed that Hoffecker sold the 
majority of the Old Spanish Trail coins 
to interested persons, primarily collec- 
tors. There is no evidence that large 
quantities were reserved for specula- 
tors, although many coins were re- 
tained by Hoffecker himself, despite his 
public statements to the contrary. 

The outstanding financial and public 
relations success scored by the distribu- 
tion of the Old Spanish Trail half dol- 
lars inspired Hoffecker to become in- 
volved further, and the next year saw 
him working in El Paso in an arrange- 
ment whereby he was the official outlet 
for half dollars made to commemorate 
an event in distant Elgin, Illinois.

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The Unlucky Oysterman of Willapa Bay 


T he Board of Governors of 
the American Numismatic As- 
sociation has picked the Pacific 
Northwest to be the site of the ANA’s 
107th Anniversary Convention in 
1998: Portland, Oregon, or Seattle, 
Washington. The final decision is yet 
to be made. Nevertheless, either city 
should prove to be a convenient base 
to mount an unusual post-convention 
adventure— the search for John Lyon’s 
lost sovereigns. 

The coins, said to number almost 
10,000, are believed to be uncir- 
culated, all dated 1854. If true, they 
carry a numismatic value in excess 
of $5 million. This amount is large 
enough to convince those who believe 
state lotteries to be their best hope for 


a sound financial future to forsake their 
local convenience store and head for 
the nearest garden shop. They should

take the dollars reserved for the luck 
of the draw and buy pick and shovel 
instead of chances. The raised or in- 
cused initials “WW” on the coins may 
depress their numismatic value, but 
not to a point where the lucky finders 
even care. 

The legend of John Lyon’s lost treas- 
ure dates back to the year on the 
coins— 1 854. It had been but one year 
since Washington Territory had been 
made a separate entity from Oregon. 
The disagreement with Great Britain 
over boundaries had been settled sev- 
eral years earlier. Little animosity was 
evident between factions that had 
threatened war only a decade earlier. 
Settlements were growing as pioneers 
headed up the Oregon Trail. 
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The tale of John Lyon has spurred 
countless searches during the ensuing 
years. The story has died many deaths, 
only to be revived by the occasional 
claim of a find from the elusive hoard. 
The legend is one of a hapless oyster- 
man who scored on an English lottery 
only to abandon his trove in fear of the 
ill fortune it bode. 

John Lyon’s treasure lies buried 
some 80 miles northwest of Portland, 
120 miles southwest of Seattle. Like 
many of the early settlers who fol- 
lowed the Oregon Trail, Lyon sought 
his fortune from the sea. He harvested 
the bays and inlets of Willapa Bay, 
along the southwestern corner of the 
present State of Washington. As did 
many lonesome pioneer bachelors, 
Lyon found an Indian maiden to be his 
companion and wife. Unlike the ma- 
jority of such girls, however, she had 


been raised in a mission school. Her 
parochial ethics made him tow the line, 
to a point. She abhorred gambling, a 
pastime Lyon considered more a habit 
than a vice. He liked to gamble— at 
cards with a few of his cronies, by lot- 
tery for higher stakes. 

An oysterman’s work was hard, the 
hours controlled by the tides and the 
return barely above subsistence level. 
Lyon developed a series of ploys to 
keep his winnings, meager as they 
were, a secret. A dollar or two here, 
a dollar there, posed little problem, but 
when he was notified that he had won 
an English lottery— 10,000 gold sov- 
ereigns— a fortune beyond his wildest 
dreams, he received the news with 
mixed emotions. He worried about 
how he could break the news to his 
wife. The money represented more 
than he could ever earn by labor. The

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two could live comfortably for the 
rest of their lives. Lyon knew that the 
very least he could expect was a lec- 
ture condemning his gambling ways. 

Honesty was his only choice. He 
confronted his wife with the prom- 
ise to never gamble again. To her 
it was tainted money, even if it bore 
Queen Victoria’s portrait. 

“Get rid of it,’’ she said. “Do not 
let one coin into the house.’’ 

No amount of pleading could 
change her mind. Lyon chose the 
middle road. He did not bring a sin- 
gle coin into the house. He disposed 
of them, only he failed to tell her 
that when he threw them down 
his well, he secured each cloth bag 
to a rope! Whether his wife was 
aware of the subterfuge, she never 
brought the subject up. 

Later, temptation was to surren- 


der to the desire to gamble again. 
Lyon planned to wager a sovereign or 
two on another game of chance. Go- 
ing to the well to raise one of the 
bags, he was surprised to find a 
screech owl perched by the well. 
Screech owls, he knew, portended ill 
luck. Still, he took a coin or two. He 
was soon chagrined to find his wife 
feeling ill. Before a doctor could be 
summoned, she died. 

Lyon mourned and brooded. He 
felt guilty, certain that it was his 
desire to gamble that caused his 
wife’s death. He stayed on for a 
while, raked oysters from the bay, 
tended the flowers he had planted by 
her grave. Came another winter and 
he could bear the loneliness no 
longer. The aging oysterman resolved 
to retrieve his gold and head inland— 
to Fort Vancouver. 


Approaching the well to raise his 
hoard, Lyon was taken back to see, 
and hear, the screech owl again. It 
was all the sign the poor man needed. 
He took his knife from its sheath and 
cut the ropes holding the bags of gold. 
He let the money drop to the bottom 
of the well and headed out for a new 
life along the Columbia. 

It has been said that over time the 
well collapsed, burying the fortune 
in gold. Others have searched for it. 
The occasional find of a coin or two 
revives the legend. Chances are the 
well will never be found. Possibly it 
never existed. Still, for a few adven- 
turous numismatists, the chance to 
find a hoard of choice, uncirculated 
1854 sovereigns is excuse enough to 
plan a numismatic expedition— camp- 
fires, camaraderie and all. Screech 
owls be damned. •

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Hobo Nickels Vary in Quality and Price 


N ot all hobos are created 
equal. This is especially true 
when it comes to pricing 
those popular “hobo” nickels that 
were made years ago for sale to anyone 
who could spare a dime for a needy 
soul. In case you have never seen or 
heard of a hobo nickel, they are regular 
Indian Head, or Buffalo, 5-cent coins 
on which the obverse design has been 
re-engraved to resemble a hobo or 
some other personality. Many of these 
were made and sold by the unem- 
ployed during the Depression. 

Today these mementos are eagerly 
sought by collectors for their indi- 
vidual designs and as works of art. 
Some pieces that can be attributed to 
known engravers are genuinely scarce 
and worth around $100 each. Pieces 
of lesser quality now sell in the range 
of $15 to $25 and seem to be in 
great demand. 

Recently I spotted an advertisement 
that was running in both of the leading 
weekly coin newspapers offering some 
hobo nickels for sale at under $9 each. 
The description made them sound like 
the original Depression pieces, but the 
price and the illustrations made me 
suspicious of their origin. I asked an 
expert on the series to check these coins 
and tell me if they were old pieces or 
modern re-engravings. His report con- 
vinced me that these were made within 
the past few years for sale to colleaors. 
The designs, style and workmanship 
simply were not equal to that of the 
early engravers. 

A quick call to the publishers of 
Numismatic News and Coin World 
alerted them to the potential problem, 
and, much to my delight, the ads in 
both publications were changed in the 
very next edition. A special notice is 


now included with the offering stating 
that the pieces are modern creations. 
My congratulations go out to both

publishers and to this honest dealer 
who had the integrity to correct his 
oversight. The moral here is that by 
being vigilant and calling such things 
to the attention of publishers, we can 
effect changes and make colleaing safer 
and more fun for all concerned. 

File #279 

Correspondence has been running 
heavy with comments on my reviews 
of material being offered for sale in 
organizational and special-interest mag- 
azines. Numismatists who subscribe to 
these fine publications do not want 
their fellow readers to be taken in by 
scam ads, and they are doing all they 
can to put a stop to it. But there is little 
we can do when the publishers will 
not cooperate. Readers of Legion Mag- 
azine or Rotary should not hesitate to 
register their opinions. In time, when 
enough of us write letters, our com- 
plaints will do some good. 

Here is a typical response received 
from one publisher: 

While we appreciate your comments 
regarding the prices of the coins be- 
ing advertised, it is not the policy of 
The NCOA Journal to endorse the 
products or services of paid adver- 
tisers. Let me assure you that we 
understand and appreciate your con- 
cerns. However, like most publi- 


cations, it is not feasible that we 
examine the merchandise of each 
advertiser. I have forwarded your let- 
ter to the advertiser in hope that your 
questions will be answered direaly by 
the company. 

Well, so much for that. However, 

I firmly believe that with enough 
pressure from concerned subscribers, 
publishers will in time have to be 
more responsive to their readers. I 
know that some of our letters have 
gotten results. Let’s all keep trying to 
get their attention. 

File #280 

The chuckle of the month comes from 
an ad that appeared in some of the 
Sunday supplements around the coun- 
try recently. It was in an offering called 
die “50th Anniversary World War II 
Era Coin Collection.” The coins be- 
ing sold comprised a five-piece as- 
sortment that represented the U.S. 
cent through half dollar of the period. 
The cent and nickel were of wartime 
alloy, and the others were regular sil- 
ver coins. The advertising copy com- 
mented briefly on the war and how 
these coins symbolize our nation at its 
very finest. It then went on to state that 
this collection is rare and valuable to- 
day because many of these coins have 
vanished at an alarming rate. Some, 
they say, have even been melted for 
their silver content. But now, through 
their considerable efforts, every patri- 
otic American can take pride in own- 
ing a set of these coins. 

A description of each of the coin 
types is given to further educate first- 
time colleaors. I will not argue about 
the Walking Liberty half dollar being 
one of our most beautiful coins, or that 
the Washington quarter contains “a 
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generous quantity of pure silver,” but 
gosh, how can the promoters call 
the “Mercury” design a Barber dime? 
They correctly state that the Jefferson 
nickel is made of . 3 5 pure silver, but 
then they go on to describe what they 
say are “rare specimens of cents minted 
of zinc-coated steel.” 

With all of the space they wasted on 
hype, they forgot to mention the grade 
of any of the coins. The illustrations 
are of choice Uncirculated coins in 
every case, but I can just imagine what 
the actual pieces look like. The price 
for this “complete 5-coin collection” 
is only $10 plus 11.95 postage and 
handling. If any of you purchase a 
set, please let me know what you think 
of this bargain. 

File #281 

Those people in Vermont who claim 


that they are still losing money with 
their introductory coin offerings must 
be pretty far in the hole by now 
because their ads continue to appear in 
publications all over the country. 
Perhaps they are making a tiny profit 
somewhere along the line that they fail 
to tell us about, or maybe the coins 
they are selling just are not worth what 
they claim. I’ll let you be the judge of 
their latest offering, which appeared in 
a recent issue of The Rotarian. 

In this sensational “money-losing 
offer” they will sell new customers a 
set of Indian Head “pennies” for only 
$19 plus $2 postage. These are 
“Historic Indian Head pennies dated 
1899-1909,” and in this case a set 
seems to consist of just 1 1 pieces, even 
though they are housed in a custom 
holder that has spaces for all the re- 
maining dates as well. Actually, the 


holder seems to be a standard blue type 
and looks great. I just don’t know how 
the 1 1 pieces could constitute a set of 
any special significance. 

The coins, they say, are of Good to 
Fine quality. At more than $ 1 each, 
they are no great bargain, and I doubt 
that the company will lose very much 
money on this promotion. Even so, 
this is a harmless ad, and perhaps will 
help to bring new collectors into the 
hobby, where they will find other 
sources for such coins at more reason- 
able prices. 

File #282 

A rather unusual ad was spotted in a 
mailing from the “Mercedes Giveaway 
Headquarters.” I didn’t dare ask when 
or how the promoters were actually 
going about giving away a Mercedes 
automobile. I know that I just couldn’t

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be that lucky. But I might have been 
interested in the rolls of coins they had 
for sale if the price was right. 

Their first offering was a roll of 
Morgan silver dollars in a special plastic 
tube, accompanied by a certificate of 
authenticity to assure me that they are 
90-percent pure silver. These coins are 
ail from the historic New Orleans Mint 
and are rare, they say, because of wide 
circulation and melting. We are told 
that they are difficult to obtain in mint 
condition, but nowhere does this of- 
fer state the condition of the pieces. 
Perhaps this does not matter, because 
the price of $699 plus shipping will 
sure cover just about any grade from 
“junk” to “Unc.” I would advise ex- 
treme caution on this or any ad that 
fails to clearly state the conditions of 
the coins. 

The second deal, a roll of Kennedy 


half dollars, was billed as a “first.” I 
can’t even guess what this means, 
unless it has something to do with the 
fact that these are the first year of issue 
for the Kennedy half A roll in Brilliant 
Uncirculated condition will cost you 
only $99 plus $6.50 postage. They 
claim this to be a great low price, but 
I don’t think so, even though the price 
includes a plastic tube and certificate 
of authenticity. 

File #283 

A really inventive promotion recently 
was advertised by the American Cyan- 
amid Company, makers of a health 
product called “Centrum Silver.” The 
deal was simple enough: you buy a 
bottle of their product and send in the 
cash register receipt, along with a re- 
demption coupon. In return, you get 
an Eisenhower dollar and a coupon 


for $ 1 off your next purchase. There 
is nothing at all wrong with this, of 
course, and it sounds like a really 
good offer. 

What did catch the attention of one 
of our readers is that the promotional 
address is “Centrum Silver Dollar Of- 
fer.” Not Centrum Silver, Dollar Of- 
fer, as you might expect, but with 
“Silver Dollar” run together, making 
it sound like something it isn’t. The 
illustration shows a 1974-D clad dollar, 
but I don’t believe this fine company 
was trying to make anyone think they 
would actually receive a silver dollar. 
But, isn’t this a cute way to get 
our attention.^

lots of foreign medals, all in silver, 
and eight lots of English medals con- 
cluded the second night’s offerings. 

The third evening, Wednesday, 
October 27, opened with a selection 
of English copper coins. Lots 
1009-69, followed by English gold 
and silver coins dating from 873 
through the reign of William III 
(1689-1702). 

Lot 1279 began the “continuation 
and conclusion of the largest collec- 
tion of pattern pieces ever offered at 
auction” Lots 1279, 1280 and 1281 
were varieties of 1859 $20 pieces 
struck in copper. Next came 19 lots 
of 1859 pattern half dollars in sil- 
ver and copper! (By comparison, the 
Garrett Collection contained only 


two examples.) 

Lot 1314, an 1861 $20 gold piece, 
was described in this manner: 

The reverse of this piece, although 
similar in design to that of the 
regular issue, is larger in every re- 
spect and was withdrawn in conse- 
quence of the extreme narrow mill- 
ing, which would cause much loss 
by abrasion, and all but two were 
remelted— this one and one in the 
possession of Mr. W. Jenks of Phila- 
delphia. Extremely Rare. 

The famous Paquet reverse is listed as 
a pattern! (More information about 
this piece can be found in William 
Gibbs’ article in the November 22, 
1989, issue of Coin World and in 
comments by John J. Ford Jr. in the 
auction catalog for Part III of the 
Norweb Sale.) 


The list of Cohen’s patterns goes 
on. “Proof,’’ “rare” and “very rare” 
were used throughout their descrip- 
tions. Cohen’s collection of patterns 
concluded with Lot 1446— a set of six 
1873 Trade dollars, all beautiful 
proof specimens. 

Lots 1447-66 were Assay medals 
from 1860-75. Ten lots of unusual 
items were offered next, including 
Lot 1467, described as a “Block of 
Ivory with the copy of the obverse of 
the supposed unique Half Dollar of 
1838, made by the Saxon Machine, 
U.S. Mint.” 

Washington pieces and medals. 
Lots 1477-1536, concluded the third 
session. Lot 1488 appears to be the 
same 1792 “Eagle with Stars” token 
pictured on page 53 of the 43 rd edi- 
tion of A Guide Book of United States 
Coins. The unique piece struck in gold 
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was sold for $500 to Lorin G. Par- 
melee. (Later, the catalog of the Par- 
melee Sale stated “It is probable that 
Washington had this piece given him, 
and the slight wear it shows, would 
indicate its use as a pocket piece.’’) 

Bidding at the fourth session 
opened with Lots 1537-1706, “extra 
British and other coppers,’’ a descrip- 
tion that was quite deceptive, as a 
majority of the lots were silver and 
gold pieces. Two examples give the 
flavor of the pieces in this section; Lot 
1699 was a “complete set of 9 pattern 
florins . . . These are so rare that their 
existence is known to but few collec- 
tors’’; Lot 1701 was a “Gold Five 
Sovereign Piece. By Wyon,’’ the fa- 
mous “Una and the Lion’’ £5 piece. 
Foreign gold and silver coins com- 
prised Lots 1707-1905. 

These were followed by items of 


interest to Early American copper 
enthusiasts. Lots 1906-84 were cents, 
and Lots 1985-2034 were half cents. 
Although these pieces were in a high 
state of preservation, they did not 
comprise a complete set by die va- 
riety. Cohen apparently was content 
to collect a year set with a few addi- 
tional major varieties included. The 
1793 cents were called “Ring’’ rather 
than “Chain’’ cents, a term that car- 
ries a positive connotation of liberty 
and cooperation and that is, in my 
opinion, preferable to the terminol- 
ogy used today. 

The fifth and final session began 
with California gold. Lots 2035-51. 
The first of these lots was a $10 
Baldwin and Company “horseman’’ 
type, and Lot 2036 was a Norris, 
Gregg & Norris half eagle dated 
1849. The remaining lots in this 


section were gold dollars and frac- 
tional pieces. 

The next nine lots comprised 
Carolina gold— $5, $ 2 V 2 and $1 pieces 
minted by the Bechtlers. Georgia gold 
was represented by Lot 2061, a $5 
piece, and Lot 2062, a SlVi piece, 
again struck by the Bechtlers. Lots 
2063 and 2064 were listed as $5 and 
$2.50 Pikes Peak gold, and Lots 
2065 and 2066 as Mormon gold in 
$5 and $2.50 denominations. 

Another series of foreign gold, 
silver and copper continued the offer- 
ings through Lot 2212. Among the 
countries represented in this section 
were Belgium, Brazil, Japan, Mexico, 
Russia and Turkey. 

U.S. colonial pieces began with a 
“NE’’ shilling, Lot 2213, described as 
“Original but battered, as usual. Very 
fair for the piece. Very rare.’’ This 
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^^Quality U not expensive, 
it is priceless.” That has 
been our motto for making 
coin holders for collectors and 
dealers since our founding by 
Paul Jenkins in 1952. It is 
our company mission state- 
ment today. We use the 
highest quality materials 
and the best trained technicians in making your 
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custom holders. 
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was followed by 27 additional lots of 
Massachusetts coinage, most of which 
were of the Pine and Oak Tree types. 

Lord Baltimore shilling, sixpence 
and groat pieces were presented next, 
followed by two Idler copies of the 
Lord Baltimore penny (one of which 
was in nickel). Next came one of my 
personal favorites, a Baltimore Town 
piece described by Cogan as “Very 
fine for the period. Not Uncirculated 
but very rare.” 

Lot 2247 was a Caroling Elephant 
token of the “Proprietors” variety, 
supposedly “one of the finest that has 
been offered for years.” After this 
came a London Elephant token in 
poor condition. Lots 2251-55 were 
Rosa Americana pieces. Two Higley 
coppers came next— Lot 2256 was 
the “value me as you please, three 
hammers” variety and Lot 2257 was 


the “value me as you please, I cut my 
way through” variety. In this area, 
Cohen’s collection was well-rounded, 
representing the major varieties of 
state coinage and privately issued 
tokens of the colonial era. 

The next three lots were solid rose- 
wood cabinets, all listed as being in 
perfect condition and very expen- 
sively made. Cohen apparently took 
great pride in his collection; today’s 
numismatists owe him a debt of 
thanks for the care with which he 
treated it. 

Finally, Cohen’s personal library 
was sold as Lots 23 3 3 through 2399. 
In an era when books about numis- 
matics were scarce, his library must 
certainly have been that of a true nu- 
mismatist. Titles included The Coinage 
of the British Empire by Henry Noel 
Humphries, An Historical Account of 


American Coinage by John H. Hick- 
cox, The Washington National Medals 
by J.R. Snowden, Manual of Gold and 
Silver Coins of All Nations by Eckfeldt 
and Duboise, The American Numis- 
matic Manual Illustrated by M.W. 
Dickeson, and the contemporary 
Early Coins of America by Sylvester 
S. Crosby. 

A total of 2 3 5 auction sale catalogs 
also were included in Cohen’s library. 
Cogan’s first sale, the 1859 J.N.T. 
Levick Sale (priced), the 1863 G.F. 
Seavey Sale (priced), the 1864 J.F. 
McCoy Sale (priced and named, 
bound in half morocco), the 1867 
Mickley Sale (priced and named), the 
1869 MacKenzie Sale (illustrated, 
priced and named, bound in half 
morocco) were among the offerings. 
A number of catalogs for the years 
1859 through 1875 also were sold. 
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A highlight of the half eagle section in 
the G>ben Sale was an 1815 piece, de- 
scribed as **Very fine impression. Ex- 
ceedingly rare, only 5 known altogether.** 

Lot 2 399 was a particularly inter- 
esting piece of numismatic literature. 
It was described as a “Satirical Cata- 
logue of 1 6 Lots of Coins, The prop- 
erty of Gointoem Strong, Esq. Very 
few issued and really very rare.” 
Early numismatists were not without 
a sense of humor. Lot 2400, the final 
lot of the Colonel Mendes 1. Cohen 
Sale, was described as “Magnifying 


glass, with handle.” 

Considering that major rarities in 
today’s market, such as the 1894-S 
dime, 1913 Liberty Head nickel and 
the MCMVII Extremely High Re- 
lief Saint-Gaudens double eagle, 
were not even contemplated at the 
time, the Cohen Collection is even 
more impressive. 

No doubt Colonel Cohen’s bank- 
ing connections aided in the forma- 
tion of his collection. His contacts at 
the Mint, if they existed, either di- 
rectly or indirectly could have helped 
him obtain pattern pieces as well as 
other rare and desirable items. If cor- 
respondence in these areas exists, it 
would make fascinating reading. Be- 
cause of his varied interests and ac- 
tivities, Cohen would have been a 
wonderful person to spend hours 
with in lively discussion. I am glad to 


have met him through the catalog of 
his collection. 

I also owe a debt of gratitude to 
Alexander Parker Wylie and Frank 
Katen for having the sense of history 
to save this catalog and pass it on to 
others. (I obtained my copy of the 
Cohen Sale catalog— one of the best 
buys I ever made— for $5 from a 
Katen Bargain List. A conversation 
with Frank and Laurese Katen re- 
vealed that it was probably from the 
Wylie hoard.) Colonel Cohen also 
had a wonderful sense of history, and 
we are all indebted to him for his 
involvement in and his advancement 
of numismatics. •

If You Must Invest in Coins . . . 


L ast month I offered some 
advice to those who insist on 
buying at least some of their 
coins as investments. This month’s col- 
umn will complete that effort; with 
it, I hope to cause a few of you to think 
a little more carefully before spend- 
ing your money. As with any invest- 
ment, there are pitfalls. Those who 
understand these obstacles can avoid 
them or turn them to their advantage. 
Remember, every dollar your invest- 
ment earns is a dollar that someone else 
has lost. 

Buy *'No-Problem'’ Coins 

This is something we have heard time 
and time again. Even so, most of us 
have had to learn the hard way. That 
“lightly porous’’ (i.e., “corroded’’) 
1909-S VDB cent that was such a 
bargain is, you suddenly discover, im-

possible to sell. Your cleaned. Very 
Fine Bust dollar won’t net you a cent 
more than a Very Good specimen.

Nice, problem-free pieces are much 
easier to sell and tend to bring more 
money. Problem coins, on the other 
hand, can be nearly impossible to sell 
(except at a heavily discounted price), 
and they rarely, if ever, appreciate as 
much in value as their problem-free 
counterparts. What constitutes a 
“problem’’.^ Various undesirable char- 
acteristics include cleaning, polish- 
ing, corrosion, whizzing, burnishing, 
scratches, planchet defects and strik- 
ing defects. 

That “lightly cleaned, lightly por- 
ous’’ bargain is, in all likelihood, some- 
one else’s white elephant. Avoid it. 

Buy Certified Coins 

Coins certified by the major grading 
services (PCGS, AN ACS and NGC) 
offer a greater degree of grading con- 
sistency and a guarantee of authen- 
ticity. The services also screen coins 
for obvious problems and refuse to 
grade such pieces. 

Whether or not you approve of slab- 
bing, if you plan to invest in many 
areas of U.S. coins, you had better get 
used to it. Encapsulated coins are, in 
many cases, easier to sell, and the 
holder protects the coin from environ- 
mental and handling damage. 


Naturally, there will be times when 
it is not possible to buy a particular 
coin in a slab. Don’t buy a coin that 
is “low-end’’ for its grade just because 
it’s encapsulated. Certain series and 
many circulated coins are submitted 
infrequently to the grading services. 
However, by all means do buy an 
accurately graded slabbed coin whose 
price meets your specifications. 

If you insist on buying coins (espe- 
cially uncirculated ones) in a series with 
which you are not completely comfort- 
able, then I recommend buying only 
slabbed coins; your margin for error, 
at least in grading, will be much less. 

Use Disposable Income 

In other words, don’t use the rent 
money or next semester’s tuition to 
finance your numismatic ventures. 
Spend only what you can afford to 
lose. This is good advice for any invest- 
ment that involves an appreciable 
amount of risk. 

Buy from Reputable Sources 

The emphasis here is not on big, but 
rather reputable. You should buy your 
coins from individuals and firms likely 
to do their best to sell you accurately 
graded coins and keep you as a return 
customer. Such companies may also 
want to buy your coins back when the 
time comes to sell. 

Don’t waste money on poor reputa- 
tions. In the coin market, they are 
almost always well-deserved. 

Buy Popular Coins 

Whenever possible, buy popular coins 
or those you have good reason to 
believe will become popular. Don’t 
buy something just because it happens 
to be rare and inexpensive; the number 
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Steer clear of ‘^problem** coins. This harshly cleaned $10 gold piece with its dozens 
of hairlines could be difficult to sell. 


of colleaors interested in some of these 
items are even rarer than the items 
themselves. Coins that are likely to re- 
main or become popular will probably 
experience increased demand, which 
could help to push prices up. Scarcity 
is certainly a factor that should be con- 
sidered when purchasing coins as in- 
vestments, but demand is every bit 
as important. 

Remember that investing in coins is 
by no means a “sure thing” and that 
potential gains come hand-in-hand 
with potential losses. Those who of- 
fer the “deal of the century” prob- 
ably stand to fatten their own wallets 
more than yours. The best investment 
has often been a carefully assembled, 
thoroughly researched collection, 
rather than a haphazard accumulation 
that has little direction other than the 
owner’s desire to make a profit. •

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CURATOR’S CORNER 

Kinsale Besieged: 

A Rare Irish Farthing 

Like pieces in a mosaic, coins are small 
fragments forming a part of the pat- 
terns of history. One such curious rem- 
nant is a rare Irish coin recently do- 
nated to the ANA Museum by Roy 
D. Ash — a copper farthing struck in 
1 646 by English Parliamentarians be- 
sieged in the coastal town of Kinsale 
by the Confederated Catholics during 
the “Great Rebellion,” as the period 
of the English civil wars is referred to 
in Ireland. 

In 1641 the political and religious 
situation in Ireland was even more con- 
voluted and acrimonious than it was 
in England. From the beginning of the 
century, the English had been colon- 
izing large tracts of Irish land, depriv- 
ing many natives of their customary 
rights. Dissatisfaction boiled over into 
outright revolution in October, lead- 
ing to a massacre of some 40,000 
British Protestants by the Catholic ma- 
jority. On top of this. Civil War broke 
out in England in 1 642 between King 
Charles and his supporters and the par- 
liamentary government, further com- 
plicating religious and economic woes. 

Irish Catholics were divided into 
two main groups. One consisted of 
native inhabitants who sought to pre- 
vent additional encroachments on their 
land, and to bring about freedom of 
religion and a repeal of the union with 
England. The second major group of 
Catholics was made up of English 
settlers, who also sought religious 
freedom, but favored allegiance to King 
Charles. Both factions opposed the 
British Parliamentary government and 
its appointed Lord Justices of Ireland. 

Among the Protestants were the 
Church of Ireland adherents, led by 
James, Marquis of Ormonde, who

strongly supported the King. These 
Loyalists were opposed by the various 
Puritans, largely the “Scotch-Irish” 
Presbyterians, who favored the Parlia- 
ment and the overthrow of the King. 

The Catholic groups convened in 
Kilkenny, formed a confederation in 
June 1642 and proceeded to take con- 
trol of much of the country. In re- 
sponse to the emergency conditions. 
Lord Broghill, vice president of Mun- 
ster and commander of the Parlia- 
mentary forces under Lord Inchiquin, 
ordered square, cut-copper farthings to 
be stamped and issued for the benefit 
of the troops in the beleaguered “Cities 
of Refuge.” 

Today, these small, humble coins are 
highly prized rarities. The Kinsale 
farthings show on one side the letters 
“KS,” and on the other a checkered 
shield, the town’s emblem. 

The Internal Revenue Service has 
formally determined that the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association is a tax- 
exempt organization under Section 
50 1(c) 3 of the Internal Revenue Code. 
The 1990 Budget Reconciliation Act 
provides those individuals subject to 
the alternate minimum tax an oppor- 
tunity to consider the “full market 
value” of donations when computing 
taxes. This provision can carry over 
into succeeding years for contributions 
made in 1991 .

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Filling the Coin Void 


G ood News/Bad News: The 
brokerage house of Salomon 
Brothers no longer lists rare 
coins in its much-quoted, annual 
survey of tangible assets. Golly! 

Industry observers (and, lately the 
numismatic industry seems to have 
many observers . . . you know, lots of 
people with hands in their own pockets 
just standing around, watching) be- 
lieve the removal of coins may be 
due to pressure from the Federal 
“Tirade” Commission (FTC). Critics 
complained the index was misused 
by hucksters making unsolicited tele- 
phone calls. 

Apparendy there is not the same, ada- 
mant level of good citizen concern 
about alleged abuses of other tangible 
assets, such as oil-lease scams. Then 
again, you just don’t hear much about 
low-life telemarketers peddling Dutch 
masters (the paintings, not the cigars). 

Because rare coins obviously made 
the brothers grim, they’ve been re- 
placed with Salomon-like wisdom with 
that hotbed of Wall Street wheeling 
and dealing: postage stamps. 



After his MS-65 coins were rejected 
by the slabbing services as ^'cleaned/* 
Murray crept out at midnight to make 
an offering to the God of Original Mint 
Luster in hopes that his coins might be 
anointed by the High Priests of Plastic. 


Well, if the glue fits, share it. Spread 
the word about philatelies. Tell finan- 
cially battered speculators to cancel 



the coins and, instead, faithfully trust 
any cold-calling, total stranger promis- 
ing to sell only original-gum, never- 
hinged rarities. 

Trouble is, elimination of the coin 
index has left a void. How else can the 
general public quickly determine if 
numismatic values have gone up or 
down? Must they now regularly read 
respected hobby publications, and in 
the process actually become knowl- 
edgeable collectors? Nah. 

Here’s how I’ll fill the coin void. 

First, I asked for permission to quote 
from the Certified Coin Dealer Newslet- 
ter (CCDN), commonly referred to as 
the “Bluesheet.” (It got this name be- 
cause it’s printed on blue paper, not 
from dealers’ reactions when the en- 
capsulation market plummeted after 
The Wall Street Journal printed an anti- 
slab story in August 1990.) 

Actually, Bluesheet staff members 
have agonized over the best ways to 
accurately reflea the often complicated 
and confusing sight-unseen trading 
market. Their diligently revised news- 
letter does an excellent job of tracking 
sales of coins certified by major grading 
services. (CCDN’s address is P.O. Box 
11099, Torrance, CA 90510.) 

Based on my analysis of selected 
slabs from June 1990 to June 1991, 


here is my evaluation: Rare coin values 
soared 77 percent last year. Great, 
huh? But wait, there’s more. The coin 
market also fell 54 percent during the 
same period. 

See, this is a two-part survey; five of 
the best performing coins and five of 
the worst. Here they are with their 
price increases or decreases: 

• 1 9 3 3-D Oregon Trail 50^!, MS-6 1 
($140 to $250) 

• 1879-S $1 (rev. ’78), MS-63 ($140 
to $310) 

• Draped Bust half cent, MS-6 1 , red 
($525 to $1,030) 

• Liberty nickel, MS-61 ($45 to $65) 

• Indian Head gold $ 1 , type 3 , 
PR-61 ($1,800 to $2,650) 

• 1936 Rhode Island 500, MS-65 
($1,025 to $300) 

• 1881-S$1, MS-65 ($190 to$112) 

•Silver 3 cents, type 3, MS-65 

($3,250 to $1,470) 

•Barber 250, MS-65 ($3,600 to 
$1,700) 

• Liberty % 2 V 2 gold, MS-65 ($4,500 
to $2,140) 

(Note: I’ve monitored only PCGS- 
graded coins, since it’s the biggest cer- 
tification service, and I figure if it’s 
good enough for the FTC to monitor, 
it’s good enough for me.) 

So, there’s no more guessing if rare 
coins are good investments or bad. 
They’re both. It just depends on what 
you purchase, when you buy and 
what you pay. Kind of like Wall 
Street, isn’t it? 

By the way, in recognition of Salo- 
mon Brothers now ignoring numismat- 
ics, I’m calling my index “Pearlman’s 
Annual Seleaed Slabs Evaluation,” ab- 
breviated as PASSE. • 
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Get the answers first! 

Before you sell a coin collection at public auction 
you should have the answers to these essential questions.
